Pursuing a similar line of reason- 
ing, the question might be raised, Joes 
the use of any particular strain of any 
kind of cattle tend to produce uniform- 
ly better beef and more of it at the 
same cost or less cost; or to put in 
another way, do the beef qualities in 
the Short-horns, for example, belong in 
a@ much more marked degree to the 
Bates or to the Booth or to the Cruick- 
shank or to any other strain of Short- 
horn cattle. Are the plainer sorts 
markedly deficient when given equal 
care and feed as compared with the 
more popular tribes in beef quality? 

Did the unfashionable color craze, so 


prevalent some years ago and of which 
so little is heard now, help us in any 
way to produce cattle of superior beef 
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good grass and good winter feed and 
plenty of it, then why not choose 
them? If the farmer believes, as many 
do after a thorough investigation, that 
the Herefords will produce more beef 
than any other breed under the en- 
vironment of the farm, then that is 
the breed to select. So with the An- 
gus or Galloway or ary other breed. 
We do not say that this should be the 
sole consideration. There are others, 
such for example as the facilities of 
obtaining not merely good stock to 
start with but of cbtaining the proper 
sires from time to time; the personal 
tastes of the breeder or his family 
should also be taken into considera- 
tion; or the popularity of this or that 
breed in a locality are other minor 
points worthy of consideration. But 


the main thing should be what is the 
chief end of the beef animal, and ides 
this or that particular breed meet that

or rather to dip the lambs, to which 
the ticks resort after the sheep have 
been sheared. There are always enough 
seed ticks left to keep up the suppiy 
and when fall comes the farmer usually 
must do one of two things. He must 
either dip in the fall or feed ticks dur- 
ing the winter. It will cost something 
to dip; not much, a few gallons of 
any good dip advertised by us 
will answer the purpose. Sheep are 
coming in from the pasture and there 
is less likelihood of their being re- 
stocked with ticks, than if dipped in 
the spring and turned back into their 
eld sheds. By dipping and shedding 
them at night away from their usual 
haunts the destruction of the ticks is 
much more effective than even by 
spring dipping. It is up to the farmer 
to do one of two things; spend a little 
money in dipping, or a good deal of 


grain in feeding ticks. Which will he 
do?

SHEEP FEEDING. 

A correspondent from northwestern 
Iowa wishes to know what we think of 
the probabie profitableness of sheep 
feeding this.winter. He has plenty of 
corn fodder and can get plenty screen- 
ings, wheat and barley 
to mix with his corn. He has not had 
much, experience in feeding sheep, but 
has this material on hand or available, 





low grade oats, 


which is worth little or nothing com- 
mercially. He wishes to know what 
class of sheep would be best for the 
beginner, whether lambs or older 
stock; how much feed they will con- 
sume; what will be the gain in ninety 
days on the basis of corn teed. 


We cannot advise as to the probable 
profitableness of sheep feeding this 
winter. That depends on the price at 
which sheep can be purchased and the 
price which they will bring in the mar- 


ket alter ninety days teeding. The 
first can be readily obtained from any 
of the market reports. The second is 
a matter of opinion and cannot be 
known until the end of the ninety 
days. We do not think, however, that 
there is much danger of losing under 


the conditions prevailing not only with 
our correspondent, but over a large 
section of the country where the corn 
has been frosted, the wheat bleached 
and shriveled, and the oats so dis- 
colored that they are not marketable. 
There is a vast amount of stuff in 
northern Iowa, northern Illinois, Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, which can 
tind a profitable market only through 
stock. 

We would not advise our correspond- 
ent te buy lambs They furnish the 
prospect of the largest possible profit, 
but the new begimner or the man who 
has not had much experience in feed- 
ing sheep will in all probability fall 
down in feeding lambs in a large way. 
It requires a skillful feeder to carry 
through a lot of lambs without loss. 
We would advise him to go to the 
Omaha or Sioux City markets and buy 
yearlings. Under present conditions 
we would advise him to buy them of 
as good quality as possible and in 
good flesh, even if he has to pay a half 
cent more per pound than for thinner 


yearlings. .The reason we give this 
advice is that he can have them home 


on feed and turn tnem on the market 
in ninety days, before the thinner 
sheep, which are in the majority, can 
be brought on the market. He will 
thus guard against the possible drop 
in prices along in February and March, 
when as we expect, the markets will 
be glutted with both cattle and sheep 
that are put on feed in thin flesh now. 

It would take about 175 pounds of 


grain such as he mentions to finish 
these yearlings, and if they do well 
they will gain from 30 to 40 pounds 
each. First class sheep fed with 


first class care and skill can be made 


to gain 45 pounds or a half pound a 
day. This, however, is first class feed- 
ing and we would scarcely expect a 


man with not much experience to do 
as well as this. He ought. however, to 
make 35 pounds and ought to get a 
cent a pound for his grain, which is 


as much as the market will offer for 


| 
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sound grain. We think there is a 
chance by the investment of money 
and brains for the feeder to get sound 
grain prices for this defective grain. 
If so, he is just that much ahead. 

Every Iowa tarmer who is expe-ting 
to feed sheep this winter should write 
to Professor Kennedy of the agri. ul- 
tural coliege and secure bulletin No. 
63 recently issued. which gives full de- 
tails concerning their experiments re- 
cently conducted for the purpose of 
giving to the lowa farmer precisely the 
information our correspondent re- 
quests. 


EXPECT LOWER PRICES. 

From our point of view we are very 
nearly at the top, if in fact we have 
not passed just over the hill. For 
the most of the last four or five years 
we have been favored with almost 
continuous advance in prices’ not 
merely in agricultural lines but in all 
lines. The grains and live stock have 
advanced mainly because ol scarcity, 
the result of last year’s drouth. The 
dullest have foreseen that this can- 
not be maintained after a year of 
reasonably good crops the nation over. 
Railroad stocks and industrials have 
advanced out of all proportion. Stocks 
that sold at from 40 to 60 cents on 
the dollar five years ago are now sell- 
ing at 100 to 200. Industrials, or trust 
stocks, have been advanced without 
reason. This advance cannot be main- 
tained. Labor has advanced, not as 
a rule in proportion to the price of 
tood stuffs and stocks or even the 
price of goods, but it is safe to say 
that it is higher on a gold basis than 
it has ever been before. 

There is naturally a limit to this 
advance. Much of the advance has 
been speculative and in the way ol 
discounting a future which will never 
realized. We had better, therefore, 
prepare for lower prices in all lines 
in the next two years. We are now 
approaching the presidential election, 
which always exerts a more or less 
disturbing influence on prices, and the 
next one will be no exception to the 
rule. It will no doubt create a great 
deal more disturbance than the last 
ene, but not so much as in the year 
‘96 and for obvious reasons. 

In saying this we do not wish in 
any way to create a feeling of alarm. 
In faet we do not look for a panic 
such as that of ’93. The organization 
of capital and labor are both too 
complete; but it is safe to look for 
a gradual settling down of prices and 
a halt in the tremedous pace we have 
been keeping up for the last four 
years. It is a good time to get out of 
debt and stay out, or else to limit in- 
debtedness to a point where it can 
easily be taken care of. There is no 
need of alarm or excitement, but there 
is need of making judicious invest- 
ments such as good land at a reason- 
able price, land that has a normal 
value because of its capacity for pro- 
ducing something that the world needs 
and which will eventually rise in 
price, even if it does fall or become 
dull in price temporarily. 


MARKET CLASSES AND GRADES 
OF CATTLE, 

The agricultural experiment station 
of Illinois has recently published bul- 
letin No. 78 which should have a place 
in the library of every Illinois farm- 
er who is at all interested in breeding, 
lattening, or buying and selling beef 
cattle. It enters into the subject with 
great fullness and detail, is profuse- 
ly illustrated with some fifty cuts of 
the different grades of cattle. It in- 
sists upon some changes in our class- 
ification of cattle. The following are 
the present Chicago classifications: 

Becf cattle, which includes export, 
shipping, and dressed beef steers: 
Texas and western range cattle, which 
is really a subclass of beef cattle, in- 
cluding all grades of Texas and brand- 
ed cattle from the western ranges, 
with grades very similar to the stand- 
ard grades of beef cattle; butcher 
stock, including the better grades of 
heifers, cows and bulls, together with 
common and inferior steers; cutters 
and canners, which includes thin cows 
and bulls, and inferior steers and heif- 
ers—in fact anything of a low, in- 
ferior grade; veal calves, which in- 
cludes all grades of such, and milkers 
and springers. Under each of these 
classes are various grades, as for ex- 


ample under beef cattle are prime 
steers, choice steers, good steers, 
medium, and rough steers. 


The bulletin classes beef cattle un- 
der five heads, beef cattle, butcher 





stock, cutters and canners, veal «alves, 
and stockers and feeders; with grades 
of prime, choice, good medium, com- 
mon and inferior. It would exclude 
the terms shipping, export, and dressed 
beet cattle tor the reason that these 
terms refer to the principal uses made 
of the cattle sold on the market for 
beef and include several classes and 
many different grades. In times past 
the term export has been used to de- 
scribe the very best classes of cattle. 
It is not true now for the reason that 
while a few of the very best cattle are 
shipped to foreign markets, about a 
shipload each week to London, the 
very best cattle are required to supply 
the demand for the epicures in our 
large cities. 

We have brief extract 
in order to induce our readers, and 
especially the younger ones, to send 
to the agricultural experiment station

assuring them that it is worthy of 
careful study. We presume readers 
in other states can secure it as long 
as the supply lasts by sending post- 
age for same.

WHY NOT KEEP A FLOCK OF 
SHEEP? 

The average farmer in Iowa and ad- 
joining states can keep fifty ewes on 
his place and grow from forty to fifty 
lambs and scarcely miss the feed that 
they require. The ewes should bring 
him from $1 to $1.25 per year in the 
shape of wool. The lambs, if they 
come in February and are well fed, 
should sell in june at from $3 to $5 
per head, depending on the cost of 
getting them to the great markets. If 
they can be shipped at carload rates, 
they should bring him $4. In other 
words, the income from a ewe .should 
be from $4 to $5, provided they are 
healthy. The feed consumed by five 
ewes weighing 200 pounds when kept 
in large flocks each will be about the 
same amount as that by a steer weigh- 
ing 1,200 pounds. In small lots, how- 
ever, a sheep will utilize a great deal 
of feed that a steer will not. In other 
words, they can be used as scavengers, 
not only for the benefit of the sheep 
but for the benefit of the land itself. 

Why, therefore, are not sheep more 
generally kept on the average farm in 
the grain and grass states? One rea- 
son is that these farms are not as a 
rule fenced with sheep tight fences 
and hence sheep cannot be used, for 


example, for cleaning stubble fields, 
nor can lambs be pastured in corn 
fields to the fullest extent. The time, 


however, is past when a farmer can 
afford to do without fences around 
every field, sheep tight and horse high. 
When farms are worth from $50 to 
$100 per acre justice to them requires 
that they should be properly fenced 
and while a fence that. will hold cat- 
tle and horses may be a legal fence, 
it is not proper fence for a farm of 
that value. It is to be hoped that this 
objection will disapnear in time. 
Another reason is that cattle will 
not Gao well after sheep. This is a 
valid objection. They don’t do well 
when a large number of sheep are 
kept on the same pasture. However, 
in a properly managed farm that num- 
ber of sheep need not Be kept much on 


the cattle pasture. They can be used 
as gleaners during the summer time 


in the winter it does not matter. 
objection is that sheep and 
hogs don’t go well together. That also 
is a valid objection. The lamb is a 
foolish thing and is quite likely to al- 
low the old brood sow to pull it 
through the fence and make an end of 


and 
Another 


its usefulness. This objection can 
very easily be obviated by having 
separate enclosures for sheep and 
hogs. 


The main objection, which is not a 
valid one, is that few farmers know 
how to handle sheep. This is one, 
however, that can very easily be over- 
come and a clear profit of from $100 
to $150 a year on a flock of 50 ewes 
should be sufficient inducement fr 
any man who is farming for dear :ife 
to learn how to handle them. 

The sheep, of course, should not be 
of the special mutton breeds. There is 
a place for these, and a large place, 
but it is not on a small farm in con- 
nection with other stock. The medium 
breeds such as Rambouillets and De- 
laines may be kept to advantage on 
these grain farms whether the tariff is 
high or low. This is especially true in 
regard to the Down breeds. While the 


| 
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tariff has been of some benefit to 
breeders of fine wool sheep, we believe 
it has done more harm to the breeds 
of mutton sheep by increasing the 
amount of mutton grown on the range 
than it has ever done good. 


TWO CROPS—A MORTGAGE AND 


FERTILITY. 
An Indiana farmer writes us &s 
follows: 
“Have been raising two things on 


this tarm the past five years—a heavy 
mortgage and tertility. The 


first is 


out of the way and a glance at this 
year’s crop will justify us in saying 
that two blades of grass grow where 


one grew five years ago.” 

We congratulate our correspondent 
on having that mortgage out of the 
way. We wish every farmer could 
say the same. It requires a good deal 
of a man to take hold of a run down 
iarm encumbered with a heavy mort 
gage and in five years double its 
fertility and raise the mortgage. We 
simply wish to remark that if a man 
must raise one or the other and can- 
not raise both, he had better by all 
means raise the fertility and let the 
fertility raise the mortgage. The 
celebrated Hugh Miller once remarked 
that when employed as a lad in a bank 
in Scotland he noticed that the man 
who had rich land no matter how high 
the rent he paid had good credit at 
the bank, while the man who had poor 
land no matter how low the rent had 
poor credit. The banker had plenty 
otf money to loan to the first, but he 
was sorry to say that he was loaned 
up when the second mace his applica- 
tion. 


Bankers are in no hurry for their 
money now, or at least have not been 
for several years, and are perfectly 
satisfied to extend the mortgage al- 
most indefinitely, provided the man 
is increasing the fertility of the farm 
Bankers are always happy to collect 
if the security is slipping away, but 
are very loath to collect if the secur- 
ity is increasing, and when the fer- 
tility of the farm is increasing the se- 
curity on the mortgage is increasing 
in the same proportion. The farmer 
who is selling the land piecemeal in 
the way of crops should not expect any 
mercy from the landlord, but the farm 


er who is keeping up the interest and 
while selling off the crops is increasing 
the fertility can always be sure of any 
reasonable aacommodation that he may 
desire. The first thing is to increase 
the fertility of the farm. This done 
the rest is comparatively easy. 


TO GET RID OF WOLVES. 
A correspondent from Knox county, 
Illinois, writes: 
“Can you or any of your readers tell 


me how to get rid of wolves? They 
keep killing my Angora goats. They 
do it in the night when I can’t see to 
shoot them. What kind of bait can I 


put out for them?” 

It is very difficult to poison wolves. 
Probably the best thing is at butcher- 
ing time to take the hide of an animal 
and hitch a horse to it and drag it over 
the ground around the tarm. Then on 
the track pul some strychnine in small 
balls of lard, avoiding touching it with 
the hand. The easiest way, however, 
to get rid of wolves is to keep a couple 


of hounds, just ordinary hounds, what 
are known ‘in Europe as beagies, tan 


colored, long eared, loud mouthed fel- 
lows. Feed them just enougi to keep 
them attached to the house and let 
them hunt rabbits for their living. The 
noise of the kounds will keep wolves 
away, and if the hounds have been bred 
for the purpose will trail them till they 
catch them. 


This may seem a novel way of get- 
ting rid of wolves and we may be 
pardoned for giving a little of our own 
experience. Some twelve years ago we 
were keeping sheep on a farm we then 
owned in Adair county rhe re were 


plenty of wolves in the neighborhood 
from the first settlement of “the coun- 
try. They took our lambs in spite 
of all we could do. We tried poison 
and succeeded in killing but one wolf 
so far as known. Somebody gave the 
boy on the farm a hound pup. We no- 






ticed that from that time on we were 
not troubled with wolves. The hound 
finally died; the wolves were as bad 
as ever. When putting another flock 
of sheep on the place we bought a 
couple of hounds, fed them little and 
let them hunt rabbits. In the three or 


four years we had these hounds we did 
not lose a single sheep by wolves. At 
night they could be heard barking two 
or three miles away, but our flock was 
unmolested.

value, 

By the equities between landlord 
and tenant we mean what is fair and 
just as between them. This will be a 
subject of absorbing interest fo: 
years to come and thus comes clearly

cussed in the agricultural Forum 
known as Wallaces’ Farmer. We are 
therefor« prepared to. give large 


space to the discussion, believing th

There are three methods of renting 
or leasing land, a share of the crop 
a share of the total produce whether 
crops or stock, and cash. We pro 
pose in this article to discuss the 
first only, showing its advantages and 
disadvantages to both landlord and 


tenant, or perhaps we had better sa‘ 
land owner, for the term “landlord” 
grates harshly upon the American 
ear. 

Under the crop system the land 
owner gives the use of the land fo: 
one or more years as may be agreed 
upon, usually but one. He pays th 
taxes, keeps up the repairs, and tak« 


as his compensation a percentage « 
the crop, usually from ore-third to one- 
delivered on the farm or at the 
station. The tenant usual 
furnishes the labor of men and team 
The essence of the contract is the uss 
of the land as against labor at a cer 
tain specified ratio. In brief, th 
system is that of cropping. The con 
tract may cover the whole of th 
farm or only the fields in grain. 
The advantages to the land owne: 
ire that he can get along with the 
smallest amount of improvemen 
possible (some kind of a house for the 


half

tenant. some kind of a stable for tl 
horses. possibly a shed for a cow or 
two, and the minimum of fencing 


vhich the law requires); and the abil 


to give possession at the end of 
the vear in case he wishes to sell the 
farm or change tenants. The disad 


vantages are that he is at the mercy 
of the tenant when it comes to the 
livision of the crop and especially a 
corn crop. He must be satisfied with 
vhat the tenant says is his share. If 
the tenant is dishonest /he cannot 
help himself. He shares with the ten 


int not only the losses from drouth 
floods. hail and storms, of which h 
hould not compiain, but also the 


losses arising from the inefficiency or 
carelessness or lack of knowledge on 
the part of the tenant of the elemen- 
tary principles of agriculture. Wors 
than all these is that the farm inev- 


itably depreciates in productive capac- 
‘runs down” as we say, as cer 
tainly as he adopts this system, and 


the longer he keeps it up the greater 
ithe decrease in available fertility. This 
loss the land owner must bear alone. 
The tenant has no motive whatever 
to maintain the fertility of the farm, 
for he mav be there only one year. 
He naturally says, “After me, the del- 
uge.” “Let the land owner look out 
for his own.” “I don’t own this farm.” 
“What is it to me whether it increases 
or decreases in fertility?” 
The advantazes of this 
the tenant is that he can start farm- 
ing with a very small capital. Team, 
wagon, plow, harrow (bought on time 
if need be), a few forks and shovels, 
and a cultivator are about all that he 
needs or thinks he needs. He can 
get a living anyhow, or thinks he can, 
and can keep out of debt if he wishes 


to do so. These are the advantages 
such as they are. The _ disad- 
vantages «are that he has iit- 
tle or no chance to get ahead; if he 
wishes to keep a few brood sows 
to provide a market for his share 


of the corn, he must provide buildings 
and shelter: if he wishes to buy a 
cow or two he must do the same. He 
has no certainty of tenure and in case 
he moves must lose a large per cent 
of the value of the improvements he 
has made. He has no motive to plant 
a tree or a flower, nor to keep up the 
appearance of the farm. If he doe 

well in a good year, the land owne: 
may raise the rent. which he will pay 
rather than move, because it is cheap

er to pay a moderate advance tha: 
it is to move. He thus becomes the 
victim of rack rent. He lives froui 
hand to mouth from year to year and 
finally becomes either a bird of pas 
sage flitting from farm to farm, 017 
goes to town or teaming or running 
a livery. He concludes that farming 
don’t pay. He becomes the victim 
of a vicious system which is of no 
real advantage either to the land 
owner or the tenant, unless it might 
be to the land owner who is simpl: 
a speculator in land. It is a 
peculiar to new countries, where a 
tenancy of this kind furnishes a 
man a home for a year and until he 
can become acquainted with the coun- 
try and buy a piece of land for him- 
self. In an old country it is simply 
unendurable and leads to the demor- 
alization of the tenant and the depre- 
ciation of the land. Unfortunately 
where this system is adopted there is 


system 


frequently no let up until the land 
becomes so impoverished that it 
ceases to be a desirable investment 


for the capitalist, who is forced to sell 
it to some man of sufficient means 
and intelligence to adopt a system of 
good farming and thus restore the 


waste places. Land owners and ten 
ants who adopt this system are sim 
ply soil robbers and not. only 
soil robbers but rcbbers’ cf the 
generations to come.

CLOVER BLOAT. 

A correspondent 
Iowa writes: 

“T have some questions to asi 
have made new pasture this. \ 
sowing the grass combination advised

I did not fence i 
for use until a few days ago. ted 
clover was ready to bloom. I turned 


my cattle in September 12th about 
four o’clock in the afternoon. The 
were shut in the barn night.

cow died of bloat. The day was clear 
preceded by a rainy day, and closed 
with frost. There had been one rainy 
day before and heavy dew every 
night. Why is that the clover wet 
with rain did not harm and the dew 
did? Was it the condition of the cow 
or the pasture that was to blame? 
Must a person keep cattle off of clover 
every time it rains or is wet? I had 
supposed the danger point was at the 
first change of feed. They had good 
white clover pasture before. Yeste! 
day they were in clover pasturs 

day through a rain and no harm was 
done. If I have to keep them out 
when pasture is wet, I don’t want an 
more of this kind of pasture. They 
would have had little to eat this sum- 
mer if excluded cn account of rain. In 
the September issue of Hoard’s Dair\ 


man a writer gives a similar case. 
What causes bloat in cattle? Is it 1 
poisonous principle existing in wet 


clover or what? It seems strange that 
such things as corn, sorghum and 
clover should be so deadly under ce! 
tain conditions If my mother eats

sweet corn from the cob, her face 
swells and turns black. Cut the corn 
from the cob and it does not poison 
her. If I eat corn on the cob it gives 
me terrible internal pains and bloat, 
Lut cut from the cob I can eat all I 
want without injury. Why is it?” 
Such cases are not infrequent. Dew 
is far more dangerous than rain. Just 
why we are not prepared to say. In 
this case, however, we believe the 
damage was done by frost or frozen 


dew. We have seen egattle' bloat 
though not fatally on frozen blue 
grass. We have had 150 cattle on an 


average for the last twenty years on 
clover pasture, leaving them in night 
and day, and yet did not have a case 
of bloat until last year when a herd 
of 70 or 80 were put into a 40-acr 
field of rank mammoth clover for the 
purpose of eating it down to secure 
seed. We lost two out of this herd. 
We have known cattle to be put into 
a similar field of clover during a rain, 
cattle that had never seen clover, and 
yet suffered no damage. There is 
very little danger if cattle are put into 
the field carefully, the clover dry at 
the start, and allowed to remain there 
during the summer season; but there 
is danger in turning in dairy cows that 
are kept up at night and turned out 
hungry on clover wet with dew and 
especially after frost. 

The cause of clover bloat is the 
formation of gas more rapidly than it 
can be carried off through the system. 
Further than this we do not care to 
venture an explanation. Neither can 
we account for the facts stated by 
our correspondent as to the results to 
some people of eating corn on the 
‘ob or off. In fact we never heard of 
‘. like instance before. Personally we 
prefer corn on the cob, because there 
is a flavor to it which seems entirely 
wanting when eaten separately. Can 
any of our scientific friends acconun 
for a fact like this? 





A BARN FOR SHREDDED FODDER. 

A great deal of corn fodder will be 
shredded this winter. If we should 
in open winter, the fodder will 
lose much of its feeding value by rea- 
son of late shredding, shredding when 
there is too much water in the stalk, 
and by storing it in large bulk in the 
barns. The best method we have ever 
found for handling shredded fodder is 
to shred it as early as it is sufficiently 
cured and store it in a common hay 
barn without tramping. In most parts 
of our territory a hay barn can be 
built very cheaply. We built two 24 
feet long, constructed with posts 18 
feet high set in the ground 13 feet 
apart, (10 posts to a building of that 
height) and covered with a board roof 
at about one-third pitch. It is fun to 
feed one hundred head of cattle from 
a barn of this kind. If shredded fod- 
ler has too much moisture, it will 
heat even in a barn of this kind, but 
if it is put in loosely and the barn is 
not filled full the first time, it is not 
likely to do so and will cure out nicely.

It can then be fed in mangers built 
around the shed with comparatively 
little waste and with a minimum of 
labor. 


Shredding will probably be late this 
year on account of the large amount 
of moisture in the ground, unless we 
should have a very dry fall. We ad- 
vise therefore as early shredding as 
possible. Corn fodder standing in the 
shock till after frost loses a very large 
per cent of its value. If possible, it 
should be shredded and stored away 
in small amounts in hay barns or in 
stacks well protected, in order to se- 
cure the maximum of its feeding value. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING SALE 
OF ABORTING ANIMALS. 


A correspondent who suspects he 
has abortion in his herd, which we 
however doubt, has written us asking 
if there are any rules or regulations in 
regard to selling animals from a herd 
in which contagious abortion exists. 
We know of nq specific rules but the 
following conditions should govern. 

When a man sells animals for beef 
the question as to whether they have 
aborted or not cuts no figure what- 
ever. Therefore, there is no need for 
rules or regulations governing the sub- 
When, however, they are sold 
as breeding stock, equity and the 
common sense of justice would forbid 
the sale. These animals are diseased 
and the disease affects that particular 
quality of the animals of the greatest 
value. It is all wrong to sell animals 
as breeding animals that are known 
to be barren. It is scarcely less wrong 
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to sell an animal as a breeder and at 
breeder prices which is known to have, 
or had recently, any disease that 
makes the production. of healthy 
young improbable or impossible. This 
at least seems to us to be common 
sense and common justice. 

There is no class of questions that 
gives us more perplexity than those 
like the above. ‘There is more abor- 
tion among our herds than is gener- 
ally known. Some of it is the result 
of ergotism, some of badly constructed 
buildings, vicious cows, filling up with 
frosted clover in the fall of the year, 
and various other causes; and it is 
sometimes hard to distinguish between 
abortion which is the result of a dis- 
ease of the calf bed and abortion which 
is the result of accidental causes. 

We sometimes think we can not get 
a reader’s attention on this important 
question until he thinks he has a case 
of it in his herd. Whenever it is sus- 
pected the services of a competent 
veterinarian should be secured and all 


the facts laid betore him, and a thor- 
ough investigation made. Abortion 


can be weeded out by carefully fol- 
lowing the methods we have frequently 
pointed out. Whether it pays to do 
this with a herd of common cows, or 
whether it pays the careless farmer 
to undertake it, is quite another ques- 
tion. In many cases the best thing 
for him to do would be to fatten his 
cows and sell them to the butcher. 

The worst thing he could do is to 
make a sale, conceal the fact that he 
has abortion in his herd, and scatter 
the disease among the herds of his 
neighbors. If farmers in any county 
would take concerted action on this 
matter and buy only animals that 
were warranted sound it would not be 
very difficult to get rid of the disease 
in any neighborhood. 





SAND BURS. 

An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“Please tell us what to do to get 
rid of sand burs. I have them in my 
young orchard.” ; 

We do not know of any better way 
than to give the orchard thorough 
bare cultivation next year, sowing 


some kind of cover crop, say oats, at:

Keep this up until the orchard 
is old enough to be seeded down to 
clover. Seed it along with oats, cut 
the oats for hay, and then apply short

July. 


stable manure. This we think will 
get rid of them. In fact, the best 
remedy for sand burs is manure in 
connection with some crop that will 
crowd them out, and clover is of all 
others the best crop for the young 


orchard when the time for clean culti- 
vation during the summer is past.

A Poser. 


An inquiring Iowa farmer sends us 
this batch of questions: 

“Where do earth worms come from? 
Where do they originate? I don’t 
believe they rain down, but I do know 
they get in queer places. I have seen 
them in water tanks often. I had a 
quarter barrel of pitch setting out 
last summer. When the drouth was 
broken it caught several inches of 
water and after three or four days 
when I went to empty out the water 
I found that the bottom was covered 
with earth worms, great, big fellows. 
They could not get in except from the 
top and they could not climb the 
sides. If some insect does not lay the 
eggs, then I can’t account for them in 
such places. Can you enlighten me?” 

We supposed that a little study and 
investigation would enable us to an- 
swer this somewhat novel question. It 
should not be novel; for why should 
not a farmer know all about earth 
worms? We thought we would com- 
mence at the head and go down, but 
we struck this sentence: “A pharynx, 
oesophagus and _ intestines can be 
recognized universally in the earth 
worm. The pharynx Is formed by the 
stomodaeal invagination of the epi- 
blast, while the terminal section of the 
intestine is formed from the procto- 
dael invagination. The rest of the 
alimentary canal is hypoblastic.” We 
did find out however that the earth 
worm is made up of a series of con- 
secutive rings, that they are hermaph- 
rodites, and a lot of other curious 
things; but we did not find out just 
how they got into our friend’s pitch 
barrel. We have often seen them in 
the bottom of water tanks, great, big 
ones; but curiously enough it neyer 
occurred to us to ask the question how 
they got there and we shall have to 
turn this whole matter over to Pro- 
fessor Summers and ask him to in- 
form our readers not so much about 
the internal structure of the worm, 
but the great and various uses they 
have in earth formation and incident- 
ally how they get into barrels that are 
closed except at the top and up the 
sides of which they cannot climb. 

Query: Was this the earth worm, 
or was it the water worm, indistin- 
guishable from it except by the scien- 
tist? 


The Problem of Hired Help on the 
Farm. 


The complaint that comes to us on 
every hand both from the farm fields 
and the farm homes is: the great 
difficulty, in many cases the impossi- 
bility, of securing efficient labor with 
which to conduct the operations of the 
farm. The hired hand question is a 
very serious problem to the farmer. 
The help question or the hired girl 
question is a more serious one to the 
farmer’s wife. How these problems 
are to be solved does not yet clearly 
appear. The man who can furnish a 
practical solution will deserve a monu- 
ment higher than any state house in 
any state in the Union. 

The best solution that we can offer 
is to so plan the crops and so improve 
the machinery on the farm that the 
minimum amount of labor is employed 
and then get the best help available, 
no matter what the price. If all help on 
the farm were efficient, we could get 
along with littie machinery and could 
afford to pay almost any price. The 
serious feature of the problem is that 
many hired men have no idea that 
they are selling anything but physical 
strength. There was a time when the 
strong man was termed the “best” man 
and when the main thing needed was 
physical strength and the ability to 
use it. This is not the case now. Im- 
proved machinery needs higher intelli- 
gence to operate it: improved stock re-

Of course when using the oats they 
would need no other grain feed. There 
is no doubt in that locality more or 
less damaged wheat and wheat svreen- 
ings. We would use this in combina- 
tion with corn for the grain feed, and 
with this combination we see no diffi- 
culty in producing splendid lambs and 
having them ready for the June mar- 
ket and getting top prices.

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The Insect Enemies of the Corn Crop. 


The corn plant has various insect 
enemies which interfere very seri- 
ously with its development. Among 
these may be mentioned two or three 
varieties of corn root worm, the cut 
worms, of which there are some 
twelve or thirteen varieties, the fall 
web worm, the wire worm, the corn 
root aphis or corn root louse. Our 
readers will be surprised that we 
bring this subject up at this time of 
the year, but we do it advisedly. 

It may as well be stated that there 
igs no remedy that we know of for 
any of these insect pests. When the 
corn is planted and the pests at work 
the farmer may as well sit on the 
fence and whistle as undertake to 
check their ravages. Nor is there 
any absolutely eifective preventive. 
We say “absolutely effective’, for a 
reasonable degree of prevention is 
possible, not aiter the corn s planted, 
of course, but when plannng for the 
crop of the coming year. That is the 
reason why we bring up the subject 
now. Now is the time to plan for 
next year’s crop and thus prevent the 
damage which might otherwise ac- 
crue. 

For example, take the wire worm. 
It is the larva of the click beetle. It 
will be found in old pastures and es- 
pecially in bottom lands that have re- 
cently been drained, and for the first 
time put in cultivation. Farmers 
have told us of losing theirentirecrop 
when such lands were planted to corn 
the first and even the seaqond year. 
Therefore, the way to prevent the 
ravages is not to plant corn on this 
kind of land. The risks are too great. 
Grow flax, millet or some other crop, 
almost anything rather than corn for 
about two years. By this time the 
eggs that have been laid while the 
land was “unning wild will have been 
developed, and there will be no dan- 
ger from wire worms in the future. 
You will simply have to wait till the 
larvae develop or else have a fight 


with them for your corn. Why 
shouldn’t they fight for it? They 
must have something to eat. You 


have destroyed the grass roots on 
which they lived. Why shouldn’t they 
contend with you for the products of 
that land? Of course they will. Do 
not blame them. They are fulfilling 
their mission. 

Perhaps the greatest damage that is 
done to the corn plant is by the vari- 
ous kinds of corn root worms and the 
corn root louse. Neither can this be 
entirely prevented. About the only 
way of prevention is by a rotation of 
crops. You have grown several crops 
in one field since breaking. You may 
not have noticed it much this year, 
but you will find on examination a 
plenty of corn root worms in that 


field. You have noticed that some of 
your corn blew down while other 
stalks remained standing. That 


which blew down ripened all over at 
once, instead of naturally, that is the 
stalk remaining green while the husk 
was white. That was at once proof 
that something was wrong with it. It 
was in all likelihood the corn root 
worm, either that or the corn root 


louse. Now don’t put corn in that 
field next year. Put some other crop, 
oats, spring wheat, barley, if you 


have not already sown winter wheat 
or rye. Put corn somewhere else, ei- 
ther on sod or on stubble. You will 
not have many corn root worms the 
next year, although there will be 
some. 

You say, “How do they get there?” 
If you will notice the ends of the 
ears you will frequently find the stalk 
eaten off by a beetle. You may find 
that beetle pasturing on the pollen of 
the golden rod even yet, where the 
frost has not killed them. That bee- 
tle lays its eggs at the root of the 
corn. The larvae are the corn root 
worms. Now, if you will put some-

thing else therein on which they do 
not feed, the larvae will be starved 
out. 

The same prevention must be used 
with reference to the corn root louse, 
although it is not nedrly so effective. 
The corn root louse is absolutely de- 
pendent on the little house, or red- 
dish ant, of which it is the dairy 
cow. These lice suck the juices out 
of the corn roots and secrete a whit- 
ish substance on which the ants feed. 


The ants will carry over a lot of 
lice into your corn field 
next year, and you cannot help it; 


but you will give them a lot of work 
to do if you will simply change your 
crop. If this pest develops in the 
next four or five years as it has in 
the past, it will be the worst pest 
that has ever struck the western corn 
fields. The best thing we can do is 
to rotate. In fact these pests are tell- 
ing us in plain language, if we were 
but smart enough to listen and under- 
stand: “Rotate your crops, or I will 
rotate you off this farm.” 

It is perhaps a good thing that we 
have these pests. They are educators 
in the line of good farming. If you 
do not plant to prevent their ravages 
now, do not ask us next June when 
something is the matter with your 
corn, what to do about it. We tell 
you now that there is nothing to do 
about it then; that a _ reasonable 
amount of prevention is possible sim- 
ply by planning rotations for next 
year. Of remedy there is none. Let 
us clearly understand that. 





Management of the Sorghum Seed. 


A correspondent writes us a brief 
article on the management of sor- 
ghum seed. We may as well state that 
on this subject we have had no prac- 
tical experience. Sorghum seed as 
purchased in the market is usually 
low in vitality, the result of bad man- 


agement. If sorghum seed is cut off 
without thrashing, hung up on the 
rafters of the barn or some place 


where mice can not get at it, or is 
put in sacks without thrashing, it 
will keep first-rate. If piled up in 
large piles without thrashing, it will 
very likely become damaged. if it is 
thrashed and put in large bulk, it will 
heat. 

Our opinion, however, is not based 
on experience but on observation, and 
would be to thoroughly dry the sor- 
ghum by the method above indicated, 
then thrash and put in gunny sacks. 
It will certainly heat if kept*in bulk 
or if put in sacks when damp. 





Buzzards and Animal Diseases. 


In many states the turkey buzzard 
is protected by law on the theory that 
its work as a scavenger is beneficial. 
A correspondent of the Live Stock Re- 
port discusses this matter as follows: 


“I read wth care Dr. A. S. Alexan- 
der’s article about preventing hog chol- 
era in a recent issue of your paper, 
and I agree with the author in every 
detail; but he stops one step too soon 
in his caution; he leaves out the 
worst pest we have to contend with, 
the greatest broad caster of the dread- 
ed disease. I refer to the turkey buz- 
zard. It is no respecter of persons, 
and is not particular what kind of 
meat it eats. Three times I have been 
visited with disease among my hogs 
and each time it points direct to the 
old buzzard as the cause. The first 
time was eighteen years ago last 
August. I had at that time 260 head of 
as fine hogs as it has ever been my 
privilege to own. Then and ever since 
I firmly believed that cleanliness and 
good feeding was the only sure way to 
keep rid of cholera. I was a crank on 
those two points (so my father said) 
but we had then as now men who 
thought a hog was ‘just a hog’ and 
could stand anything, eat anything, 
and drink anything that would run 
down its throat, it mattered not how 
filthy. At the time mentioned there 
lived about one and a half miles from 
my place one of that kind of men. His 
hogs took sick, as they always used 
to do. It happened that I was sick 
unable to be out. We had lost a colt 
and the hired man took it down to the 
hog lot and said nothing about it for 
some time. The buzzards, being-tired 
of pork, were attracted by the colt’s 
carcass and of course brought disease 
from my neighbor’s dead hogs, with 
the result that in eight or ten days out 
of our drove we had twenty-five of the 
sickest hogs I ever saw. Within a 
very short time we lost the whole herd

with the exception of eleven head. 
Those that lived lost their ears and 
pieces of flesh dropped out of their 
hams. They were sick in exactly the 
same way as my neighbor’s hogs. 

“T had no more trouble urt:ii three 
years ago when, a neighbor having had 
a cow die in an adjoining field the 
broad-caster buzzards came to her then 
to my place for water and to roost. 
There was at that time trouble among 
little pigs over on another creek about 
two and a half miles south of my place. 
In eight or ten days my pigs, which 
were about four weeks old, took the 
same disease and I lost 75 head out 
of 150. The ones that lived never did 
any gcod afterward. 

“The third time the disease broke 
cut three miles north of here. My 
sows were farrowing and were nest- 
ing along the creek. Two of them 
hid in the willows and lost two or 
three pigs. Then here came Mr. Buz- 
zard again, and then came the chol- 
era. If you think I don’t hate the 
buzzard there is where you are mis- 
taken. I think the best law that could 
be passed by all the states would be 
to exterminate him.”

A Kansas subscriber asks if it is 
best to vaccinate calves for black leg. 
Certainly, there is no other preven- 
tive. Hundreds of thousands of caives 
have been vaccinated in Kansas, Ne- 





braska, Texas, and other states, and 
the percentage of loss Is reduced to 
the minimum. It is particularly de- 
sirable to vaccinate calves for black- 
leg in sections where the disease pre- 
vails. There is comparatively little 
of it, for example in Iowa, although 
the disease has existed there for 
many years.

Seeding Without a Grain Crop. 


An Iowa farmer writes: 

-“I wish to ask some questions about 
seeding farm lands to timothy and 
clover without raising, harvesting 
and threshing small grain. i want 
to avoid investing in a binder and 
spending the fall with threshing ma- 
chines. Can I sow timothy and clo- 
ver in corn this fall without working 
the ground any and get a hay crop 
next year? Can I sow a half bushel 
or bushel of oats to the acre with 
tame grass and mow the grasses and 
oats in the dough and get even a 
small crop of forage feed? Could 
oats sowed in this way be pastured 
lightly aud yet nurse the grass? 
Could I expect a crop of hay from 
sowing timothy and clover only on 
corn ground in the spring? Would 
millet nurse the grass and make bet- 
ter hay than oats?"’ 

Our correspondent can certainly se- 
cure a stand of grass and good pas- 
ture, and in some years a good crop 
without using a nurse crop. That 
term “nurse crop” is a gay deceiver. 
Crops sown with clover and timothy 
seldom if ever nurse them except to 
their injury. There is seldom any 
benefit to the small grasses in using 
any kind of nurse crop, and nearly 
always an injury. The exceptions 
are when land is so foul with weeds 
that they will grow up ands smother 
the tame grasses, and it is then a 
question as to whether it is better to 
mow weeds or to mow a crop of some 
value as grain. The farmer naturally 
chooses the latter. 

We have had a good deal of experi- 
ence in seeding land to grass, having 
broken up from the raw prairie and 
seeded according to direction proba- 
bly about 1,500 acres in all. We 
therefore think we ought to know 
@omething about this subject. To 
make this article a little wider than 
our correspondent’s questions, blue 
grass can be seeded on raw prairie 
where there is a rainfall of from 25 
to 30 inches, by simply sowing 
it on burnt over prairie early in 
the spring and then pasturing it off 
closely with cattle or preferably with 
sheep or horses. We have done this 
on a large acreage, and always with 
success, provided the grass season is 
favorable, provided it is sown early, 
and provided the pasturing is as close 
or closer than the welfare of the 
stock requires. It is folly to sow 
bluegrass on the raw prairie without 
pasturing it closely. Clover and tim- 
othy will catch under those circum- 
stances, but not nearly so well as blue 
grass. 

Answering our correspondent's 
questions specifically, we would say 
that he can sow timothy in corn in 
the fall without breaking the ground 


and get part of a stand. He could 
not sow clover with any prospect of 
success. If his corn is cut off, he 


can disk the ground, sow timothy and 
harrow, provided it is done immedi- 
ately after corn cutting, and have a 
reasonable prospect of securing a 
good stand of timothy. By sowing 
clover on this ground the next spring 
before the frost is out he will have a 
reasonable prospect of securing a 
ee stand of clover, and if his tim-

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othy catches can harvest a pretty 
good crop the next year if it is fa- 
vorable. Or he can sow rye in the 
corn field the first half of October, 
the earlier the better, then cover it 
by disking, then sow his timothy and 
harrow. He can then sow clover as 
above suggested and pasture the rye 
down the next year and be as certain 
of a good stand of grass as in any 
other way with which weareacquaint- 
ed. We have done this many a 
time and never failed, except during 
the extreme drouth of 1901, when we 
had a failure on the high, dry, worn 
out part of a field and a success on 
the better part of it. We sowed rye 
in the fall of 1901 on the dry part, 
pasturing in into the ground, then 
sowed oats in the spring with clover 
and timothy, disking it in, and have 
as fine a stand of clover as any one 
wishes to see. Our correspondent can 
sow a half bushel or bushel of oats to 
the acre with tame grass next spring, 
mow the oats in the dough and get a 
crop of excellent oat hay. In the 
spring of 1895 we found our hog pas- 
ture which had been sown to clover 
and timothy in '94, entirely ruined by 
the drouth of that year. We sowed 
it with succotash, or a mixture of 
oats, spring wheat and barley, sowed 
clover and timothy with it, kept hogs 
on it all the time and mowed a fine 
crop of oat hay and secured a first 
class stand. This will answer the 
rext question of our correspondent. 
Again he can expect a good crop of 
hay about September from timothy 
and clover sown On corn ground in 
the spring, or as soon as the ground 
will work well, unless his land is ex- 
ceedingly foul with coarse weeds such 
as smart weed. He will be surprised to 
find how clover and _ timothy will 
flourish if sown at the proper time, 
and with proper care and given the 
full use of the land. Many farmers 
this year have secured a good crop 
of common red clover hay from seed 
sown with winter wheat in the 
spring. On our own farm we mowed 
down and let lie on the ground quite 
a heavy crop of mammoth clover 
sown in this way, the idea in doing 
being to get rid of the cockleburs 
that came up with it. The land hav- 
ing been exceedingly foul when we 
purchased it two years ago. Hence 
the cockleburs. Had we used com- 
mon red instead of the mammoth, we 
would have had a fine crop of hay. 
Answering our correspondent’s last 
question, we would not sow millet as 
a nurse crop in preference to oats, 





The Drouth in Australia. 

From the following description of 
the drouth in Australia, which comes 
from a correspondent of the Meat 
Trade Journal, our readers can form 
an idea of what a real drouth is like. 

“The frightful scenes of sheep by 
scores of thousands dying or dead for 
miles on miles along the road sides is 
something a man once sees he cannot 
easily furget. Then the horrible scenes 
at water holes or lagoons, with a little 
water in them when the creeks have 
run dry, hundreds of cattle crowd into 
them, sink deep in the mud. None 
can get out again and the astonishing 
spectacle is witnessed of hundreds of 
cattle perishing at once in a small 
space; some are drowned in the deep- 
est parts, others have still their heads 
above water but feet faust in the mad. 
In the shallowest parts the cows sre 
laid in the mud, and their feet sunk 
straight down in mud, and tinere they 
all die, and no one can help them. 

“In the coastal district we never had 
it so bad as this year, but the drouth 
has now been here for above a year. 
I only remember one shower all the 
year. Summer temperature in shade, 
average 90 degrees in sun up to 120 de- 
grees. Consequently grass all dried up, 
and then the water in creeks too, dis- 
appeared. We have not been able to 
grow any vegetables for own use, we 
have no fruit, and, worst of all, no 
honey, and most of our bees have died. 
Cattle dying all around. We let a man 
put some cattle into our place as he 
had no water at all. Four have died al- 
ready, and I had to burn them right 
up—uses up a _ carload of wood io 
burn a cow up> We are in a miser- 
able plight. I have lost two stone in 
weight, and am nearly like a skeleton; 
my bones stick out horribly, and I am 
in pain nearly all day and every day. 

“You can’t imagine the horrible 
suffering that animals have to en- 
dure all over the colony. One large 
company lost 258,000 sheep in one 


year, ail died of thirst and hunger; 
another is paying $10,000 a month for 
food (which comes from Melbourne by

“All this means a frightful loss to 
trade and commerce and reacts on the 
whole comimunity. The government 
treasury, for example, is $4,000,000 to 
the bad this financial year by state- 
ment in rewspapers hence fresh taxa- 
tion on a half ruined community. The 
large towns are full of unemployed 
whe have to have relief. Six hun- 
dred a w2ek of unemployed in Sydney 
have to be fed by the government, and 
about 200 in Brisbane; other places 
pro rata. Government are turning 
off a large number of employes, clerks, 
etc. This makes things worse, and ne- 
cessities—meat, bread, etc.—all going 
dearer. The Premier says that never 
in the whole history of Australia was 
there ever known such a drouth, and 
he significantly says troublesome times 
are ahead of us. 

“People have to go miles for water 
to drink, and then it is muddy. The 
river for miles above Brisbane is tidal, 
hence no fresh water within 25 miles. 
Many people we know (as well as our- 
selves) are half-starved and don’t 
know how to get food—or where.”

Lightning Losses. 

The season of thunder storms is now 
about past for the year. While there 
has been much rain this year, we 
presume the loss from lightning will 
be no greater than usual. In this, 
however, we may po-sibly be mis- 
taken. We would like our readers 
some evening to think over the losses 











that have occurred and see whether 
they might have been avoided or not 


For example, do you know of some 
barns that have been struck by light- 
ning this year and burned? It is 
worth your while to inquire as to 


whether this barn was properly rodded 
or not. Or to put it in another way, 
have you known this year or have you 
ever kown a barn that was properly 
rodded to be struck or consumed by 
lightning? If so, please write us, giv- 
ing the loctatidn, name and residence 
of the owner. We want to write the 
owner and find out just how that barn 
was rodded. There are very few of 
our readers who do not know of cattle 
that have been struck by lightning in 
the field this year. It will pay you to 
inquire whether these cattle were 
found lying along the fence or in the 
middle of the field; whether, if along 
the fence, the wires of that fence were 
properly grounded. By grounding 
wires we mean running wires into the 
ground every 20 or 30 rods and wrap 
ping them around the wires of the 
fence, Or otherwise making ,close con 
nections. 

It has been our conviction for many 
years that three-fourths of the 
both of barns and live stock by light- 
ning have been entirely avoidable, the 
one by properly rodding the barn and 
the other by grounding the wires of 
the wire fences and thus practically 
rodding the farm and protecting it 
from lightning. The reason why it 
does so we have often stated and do 
not need to state it again. Our read- 
ers who are connected with insurance 
companies will] find it to their interest 
to give us the above information.

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Examining a Horse for Soundness. 

Dr. F. Torrence, D. V. S., Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, gave an interesting address 
before a farmer gathering recently, 
which was reported in the Live Stock 
Journal. He commenced his demon- 
stration by first defining what consti- 
tutes “soundness.” “A sound horse is 
one that has no disease and no alter- 
ation of structure that impairs, or is 
likely to impair, his usefulness. An 
unsound horse is one which is suffer- 
ing from disease or has some altera- 
tion of structure.” 

It was demonstrated that in order 
to properly examine a horse it is 
necessary to have the animal free from 
harness. It is well to take the horse 
from different points of view. First 
observe the horse from the front. Take 
the head; note the eyes, any difference 
between the two eyes is a mark of un- 
soundness. Notice from this point of 
view any abnormal swellings upon 
head or legs. Then place yourself op- 


posite the horse’s shoulder and note 
the outline of body and legs. Do the 
same trom behind the horse, noticing 
especially the outline of the croup, as 
from this point of view it is easy to 
detect the want of symmetry caused 
by the horse having a “hip down” the 
result of a fractured bone. 

The next step is to examine the 
horse’s teeth in order to ascertain the 
age, and the molars to detect decayed 
or missing teeth. 

By turning the face of the horse to 
the light we are enabled to test and 
trace any symptoms of blindness. In 
blind horses, or those likely to be so 
affected, there is in some cases a cloud- 
in the eye; in others the lower portion 
contains a muddy looking sediment. 
Paralysis of the optic nerve is detect- 
ed in horses commonly known as star 
gazers. Horses with this disease 
show no appearance whatever of the 
disease in the eye, but the animal is 
totally blind. In order to detect it 
we can either expose the animal to 
some slight action by which his in- 
firmity would be revealed, or we can 
see whether the eye loses its natural 
sensitiveness to the light. If the pupil 
of the eye changes in size when the 
eye is covered and uncovered the fact 
proves the vision all right; if the 
pupil shows no difference by being 
covered or uncovered, the horse is 
blind. 

Poll evil, located behind the poll, is 
detected by the presence of a swell- 
ing, or a running sore or a scar in 
this situation. A horse that has once 
contracted this disease is more likely 
to again suffer from it than one that 
never has had it. Taking’the lower 
section of the head, we examine the 
pulse. In testing the pulsation be sure 
that the animal is rot excited, as 
that is likely to cause the pulse to 
beat quicker than is natural; 45 to 
the minute is the average beat of a 
horse’s pulse. 

We next examine the glands _ be- 
neath the jaw for enlargement, a 
symptom of possible glanders, and 
the throat for evidence of the dis- 
ease causing the condition known as 
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larynx and feel the cartilages and 
make sure that there is no depression 
on either side, as any depression will 
indicate disease. Next put a little 
pressure on the jugular vein, which 
sometimes becomes diseased on ac- 
count of the animal having been bled 
with a dirty instrument. 

Passing the hand over the shoulder, 
we next ascertain abnormalities that 
might have arisen from the pressure 
of the collar. 

Broken knees are not always from 
} accident, and it is necessary to find 
| out if the horse is a habitual stum- 
| bler. Examine the cannon bone for 
| evidence of splint, which is a com- 
mon ailment of horses, and also very 
often we find an abnormality between 
the carpal and meta-carpal bones, the 
fetlock and the pastern. Any enlarge- 
ment of the pastern constitutes an 
unsoundness, as probably the result 
of ringbone. Pass the hand down the 
back of the leg, and first examine the 
elbow for capped elbow; then observe 
the back tendons, noting especially 
the one next the bone. This ligament 
supports the greater part of the 
horse’s weight, and prevents displace- 
ment of the fetlock. If there is an 
enlargement it may be the result of 
some strain to the tendons and this 
may be considered an unsoundness. 
In order to carefully examine the 
foot, it is necessary to remove the 
shoe, and find out if there is a bad 
smelling discharge from the frog. 
This is called thrush. Corns are a 
source of unsoOundness; notice, when 
paring the horn, and if there is a 
blood stain in the heel it is an indi- 
eation of corns. Also notice if the 
foot is normal in size and shape. By 
the term ‘““side-bone” is understood 
that the cartilage bas turned _ into 
bone, a condition often found in old 
horses. In a young and sound horse 
it should be gristly or elastic. This 
side-bone is to be found just ahuve 
the heel of the hoof. It causes lame- 
ness, and is an unsoundness. 

Some horses have contracted feet 
or a contracted foot. This can be 
distinguished by noting the size of 
the horse’s foot in proportion to its 
body, and should a foot appear to be 
small in proportion to the size of the 
animal we may have a contracted 
foot. 

The disease known as navicular dis- 
ease cannot be detected unless the 
animal is being exercised, when the 
peculiar stilty gait reveals its pres- 
ence. 

The best way of examining the hock 
is to take the animal from different 
standpoints and compare the two 
hocks to see that there is no differ- 








ence. Then feel for enlargements. 


| The experience of the observer is im- 


portant here, and some spavins are 
only to be detected by a very careful 
touch. After examining with the 
fingers, we pass on to examine the 
cannon bone, the fetlock and che pas- 
tern just in the same manner as ir 
the fureleg. An injured or bruised 
heck will at once indicat’ an injury, 
very often done by tle horse itseif, 
thus proving it to be a kicker. It is 
an unsightly blemish. 

Examine the hind foot for evidences 
of “thrush,” which is more common 
in the hind than the fore foot, and 
the pastern for ‘scratches.” Side- 
bone is unknown in the hind foot. 

In order to ascertuin the condition 
of the wind of the horse, the best 
way would be to put him to a gallop, 
but that is sometimes impossible, 
threaten him with a whip, and if he 
grunts it is a sign that his wind is 
not sound. 

To examine the heart and the lungs 
apply the ear to the side and listen 
to the sounds produced by the heart 
beating and the respiration. Draw the 
left foreleg forward when examining 
the heart. 

On being questicned as to the dis- 
ease known as “bog spavin,” the 
doctor replied that it was caused by 
there being a great quantity of joint 
oil in the bursa, which made a bulg- 
ing out in the part where the tissués 
permitted it to swell. More common 
in heavy breeds of horses. Where the 
swelling is very large it may be a 
sign of disease. 

In rep!y to questions, the doctor 
said: By “sweeny” one means a 
wasting away of the muscles, usually 
of the shoulder, but sumetimes used 
indiscriminately to apply to other 
parts of the body, the hip, for ex- 
ample. 

When a horse is walking or trot- 
ting, observe the gait to see if there 
is a well-balanced motion. If there 
is an unevenness in the gait, or limp- 
ing, some lameness can be detected.

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contracted feet in motion and we ob- 
serve the peculiar way in which it 
moves, as if they were tender. This 
is an indication of sore feet. 

By turning a horse round quickly 
and backing it, we can tell whether 
the animal has spinal trouble. With 
some horses it is impossible to back 
up. 

If, in turning a horse around, we 
notice an uncertainty of movement, 
the horse may have “swamp fever.” 
Take the temperature by the use of 
the therniometer, and in any case 
where the temperature is one or two 
degrees above the normal, the horse is 
unsound, and no certificate should be 
given as to its health. 

Examine the joints if they are of a 
norma! size, as “knuckling” is another 
ailment in horses. This, however, is 
more due to hard work than unsound- 
ness. Some horses are born this way. 

“Cribbing” is sumetimes given in 
the Evglish bench as an unsoundness, 
but the American very often attributes 
it to imitation of a bad habit in an- 
other horse. 

The line of distinction between 
soundness and servicable sovndness— 
Examine whether the ailment is a 
blemish or due to the kind of work 
the horse has had to do. A horse can 
be used on a farm with a blemish or 
even unsoundness which would ren- 
der it useless as a driver, and while 
the norse would be serviceably sound 
to the farmer it would not in the lat- 
ter case be sound at all. 

A horse’s pulse can be as low as 
135. In heavy breeds the pulse is 


lower than in the lighter breeds. 
When a horse has one hip lower 
than the other it is not alwaye an ua- 





soundress, as in many cases it does 
noc interfere with his usefulness. 

Interfering is not an unsoundness, 
but a defect in the gait. 
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The Efficiency of American Labor. 


During the last fifty years the effi- 
ciency of labor of all kinds has been 
vastly increased by the use of im- 
proved machinery. A bright fifteen 
year old boy on the farm will take a 
binder and four horses and cut, gather 
and shock from ten to fifteen acres of 
grain per day. In our boyhood days 
it would have required from ten to 
fifteen men to cut, bind and gather 
ready for shocking the same acreage 
of grain. The farmer or corn grower 
of today with nothing else to do can 
with his improved tools easily cul- 
tivate fifty acres of corn and do it 
better than the tarmer of our boy- 
hood days could cultivate twenty; at 
least up to the time of husking. The 
mower of fifty years ago cut down an 
acre of heavy grass a day. It had to 
be shaken out by hand, then gatnered 
with an old fashioned-horse rake, or 
pitched and raked together. His 
grandson today can mow ten acres a 
day if he has a mind to do so, and 
can rake, load and put it in the barn 
with one-fourth the labor employed by 
his tather or grandfather. 

ln manutacturing lines the multipli- 
cation of humau power by machinery 
is much greater. One scarcely real- 
izes how great it is till some foreigner 
comes over and by comparing our 
methods with those of his own coun- 
try enables us to see the vast superior- 


ity of our methods of business. The 
recently published report of the com- 
m.ssion olf the British lron Trade 


Association which recently visited this 
country and reported upon its in- 
dustrial conditions, especially those re- 
lating to iron and steel, brings this out. 
We quote trom this report that our 
readers may see the high position 
which American manufacturers hold 
as compared with the most advanced 
nations abroad. 

“The almost absolute freedom of 
labor has been the chief instrument 
whereby it has won such conquests in 
the field of industrial economy during 
the last quarter of a century. In all 
countries industrial processes have 
been greatly cheapened during that 
period, but in America the cheapen- 
ing appears to have been carried tar- 
ther than anywhere else. According 
to figures recently made public by Mr. 
William Garrett, a rail roiler in an 
up-to-date rail mill is paid less than 
one cent per ton for rolling against 15 
cents at a not very remote cate. Within 
that time, again, a wire rod roller Las 
seen his earnings per ton reduced from 
2.12 to 12 cents per ton, and yet he 
earns larger wages at the lower figure, 
while five cents are paid today for 
heating billets to make wire rods, 
against 80 cents during the period re- 
ferred tto. ‘If rod rollers,’ says Mr. 
Garrett, ‘were to receive the same 
wages per ton that they did twenty 
years ago, they would earn $424.00 per 
day.’ 

“The average output per worker has 
in all cases increased enormously. At 
the nine Edgar-Thomson blast fur- 
naces, I was told that 1,600 men are 
employed for an output of 24,500 tons 
per week, including all the hands em- 
ployed in handling and stocking raw 
materials, transport, etc. This gives 
an average of 15.3 tons of pig per man 
per week, or 795.5 tons per man per 
annum. The minimum wage paid at 
the blast furnaces is $1.50 per day of 
12 hours. I did not get the average 
wage paid at these works, but A. C. 
Dinkey, the manager of the Homestead 
works, recently testified that the aver- 
age earnings of the workmen there, ex- 
cluding officials, is $2.73 per day, while 
the earnings of rollers and heaters rise 
to $15 per day. Wages, in short, are 
generally so good, and the men have 
their futures so muah in their own 
hands, that they have every encourage- 
ment to do the best they can both for 
their employers and for themselves. 

“The human factor and the personal 
equation appear to count in the United 
States for more than they generally do 
in Europe. Workmen appear to enjoy 
a larger measure of independence, 
based on the knowledge of the fact 
that work is more easy to obtain than 
in older countries; that they are able, 
as a rule, to save money, and are, 
therefore, dependent than when 
living, as is not vwnusual in Europe, 
from hand to mouth, and that they are 
living under a political regime which 
is founded on democratic principles. 

“Two features of the relations of em- 
ployers and employed may be named 
as exercising a powerful influence on 
the amity of their connection—the 
first, the encouragement and reward of 
workmen’s inventions, and the second, 
the readiness with which workmen of 
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A grand yearling bull by the 85,100 Lord Banff, owned by Owens Bros., Homestead, lowa, and included in 
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‘Piggie’s Troubles,” and‘ 
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exceptional capacity can themselves 
become employers and capitalists.” 

It will be observed by reading the 
above that the improvements are not 
altogether in machinery but also from 
the improving of the man himself. The 
American workman is a bettereducated 
man, has more brain power, has more 
technical skill, and by applying this 
and machinery has reduced the cost 
of manufacturing to the very lowest 
point and is thus giving the United 
States as great a degree of supremacy 
in manufactures as it has achieved in 
agriculture. 


What is “Quality in the Beef Animal. 

When a small boy we were occasion- 
ally warned to be on our good behavior 
all of that day or the next (not always 
an easy thing for the small boy to do) 
because “quality” was coming. We 
confess we did not understand what 
“quality” meant. We had our private 
opinion that “quality” was a good 
thing to have around about dinner 
time, but not se good a thing about 
bed time, and that it consisted mainly 
of clothes. For the sake of the good 
feeding, however, we were disposed tuo 
endure it. 

We sometimes think that the farm- 
er’s ideas of the quality of beef ani- 
mals are not much clearer than ours 
as a small boy of the other kind of 
quality. We have often seen buyers at 
stock sales point out a particular ani- 
mal with the remark, “Look at the 
quality!” But we have had great diffi- 
culty in getting them to define exactly 
what they meant by quality and how 
it was that this animal lacked quality 
and the other had it in great 
abundance. On looking over bulletin 
7S of the Illinois experiment s‘ation, 
we find a definition of quality which 
pieases us. Professor Mumford of the 
department of animal husbandry de 
fines it thus: 

“Quality may be considered first as 
general quality and second as quality 
of flesh and condition of the animal. 
General quality in the fat steer is in- 
dicated by a medium sized, fine, clean 
cut breedy featured head, bearing ears 
of moderate size and texture; short 
legs with clean, fine bone; a fine nicely 
tapering tail; fine hair; a pliable skin 
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of medium thickness, and smooth well 


rounded outlines.” 
This strikes us 


as about the best 


definition that we have yet seen. It | 


says nothing about age or tLe condi- 
tion of flesh, siniply deals wit! the 
type and form. He defines quality of 
flesh as follows: 

“The quality of beef depends largely 
upen the condition of the aniiaal. By 
condition we reter to the degree of 
fatness of a bullock. It should not be 
assumed however, that the highest 
quality of beef is found in the fattcst 
beast. There are three principal rea- 
sons for fattening a steer; first, ir 
order that when dessed there will not 
be a high percentage of offal and other 
waste, as a fat animal, other things 
being equal, will dress a higher per- 
centage of carcass than a half fat or 
thin one, and furthermore, in the fat 
animal the proportion of those parts 
which from their very nature are un- 
salable is reduced to the minimum: 
second, in order that the flesh or lean 
meat shall be rendered move tender, 
juicy, and of better flavor by the depo- 
sition of fat through its substance; 
third, in order to permit of proper 
ripening of the meat, as a thin car 
cass being full of moisture and lacking 
the protection of a covering of fat, will 
rot before it will ripen.” 

These two definitions of quality are 
ones that the boys should read ovur 
carefully and study, and then apply 
these definitions to the beef cattle on 
the farm, from the breeding cows to 
the calves, yearlings, two-year-olds 
and finally the steers on feed. The 
young farmer cannot afford to ignore 
anything which will give him iight on 
the best methods of producing beef.

. Feeding Problems. 
TO WALLACEs’ FARMER: 

A correspondent from Reserve, Kan- 
sas, writes as follows: 

“As my experience in the sheep 
industry is very limited, I would like 
your advice on some points. First, I 
have 25 acres of shock fodder, 50 
acres of stalk fields, 15 acres of rye 
pasture, and 30 acres of winter wheat. 
How many head of sheep will this 
feed through the winter? I will buy 
them on the market. What kind had 
I better buy? I thought of buying 
wethers and roughing them through 


until February, then begin to feed 
them good, shear in the spring and 
sell them fat. Is my plan right? How 
should I handle them to make the 
most profit, and when should I sell?” 

Your subscriber being a new man 
in the sheep business, had better go 
rather slow the first year. Were he 
experienced he might keep a much 
larger flock on the feed mentioned in 


his letter. He should be able to han- 
dle from two hundred and fifty to 
three hundred sheep without any dif- 
ficulty, providing the wheat and rye 
pastures are good, and the fall and 
early winter seasons are open. These 
are factors which will have much to 
do with the amount of pasture the 
wheat and rye ground will furnish. 
The writer would advise him to 
purchase yearlings, as they will usu- 
ally give better results in the hands 
of a new feeder than lambs. He can 
handle them in one of two ways, ei- 
ther of which is likely to prove sat- 
isfactory. One is to feed them heavi- 
ly for 90 days or sO on corn and 
roughage, and dispose of them about 
holiday time. The other method 
would be to carry them along on the 
wheat and rye pasture and _ stalk 
fields until the middle of February, 
then feed them out and market in 
May. In such an instance it would 
be well to shear before selling espe- 
cially if they were in good fiesh and 
possessed much quality. If they are 
not in good flesh and are rather 
coarse in bone, why then a heavy 
fleece will hide a multitude of defects. 
It might be best for your subscriber 
to feed with the intention of market- 
ing in the month of May. If he can 
get wheat s.reenings, it will be well 
to add them to the corn ration, as a 
variety of feed usually gives the best 


results. 
FEEDING VALUE OF SPELTZ. 
A Nebraska reader writes asking 


for information as to the feeding val- 


ue of ground speltz for cattle and for 
hogs, as compared with corn, oats 
and barley. He reports that a neigh- 
bor claims a yield of 50 bushels to 
the acre. 

Emmer (commonly known as 


speltz), has been grown at our Ex- 
periment Station here. One year ago 
we fed it in comparison with corn in 
a sheep feeding experiment. We ob- 
tained the following results in feed- 
ing yearling western wethers: 423 
pounds of clover hay, 19 pounds of 
bran, and 326 pounds of emmer, (com- 
monly known as speltz), produced 
100 pounds of gain. 421 pounds of 
clover hay, 19 pounds of bran, and 
302 pounds of corn produced 100 Ibs. 
of gain. In this instance pound for 
pound corn proved to be more valua- 
ble than emmer, (commonly known 
as speltz), for sheep feeding purpos- 
es. We have never:done any work in 
feeding it to cattle or hogs, thus can- 
not give any definite information re- 
garding its value. So far as the wri- 
ter is aware, no other station has 
done any work along the line of feed- 
ing it to cattle or hogs. On account 
of its bulk, the writer would not con- 
sider it to be a desirable food for 
hogs. It weighs but thirty-five pounds 
to the bushel, thus, a yield of fifty 
bushels to the acre would mean but 
1,750 pounds. For fattening purpos- 
es the writer would be inclined to fa- 
vor either corn or barley in prefer- 
ence to emmer. 


RATIONS FOR CALVES. 

A Kansas subszriber who is engag- 
ed in general farming, writes: 

“I am putting thirty-seven head of 
calves on feed—a new business. to 
me. I have a fine crop of corn and 
am cutting lots of fodder, which I 
will shred. I will have several tons 
of cane hay, but am short on mead- 
ow hay. I have a large barn and am 
arranging to feed grain and rough- 
ness in the barn. I am thinking of 
buying some wheat to grind with my 
corn. Am now feeding corn chop and 
shorts, equal parts, one quart twice

daily per head. The calves are on a | 
short pasture, so I am feeding green 
fodder at night. Any information you 
can give as to care and feeding, will 
be thankfully received.” 

Your subscriber should bear in 
mind that it is all important that his 
calves be fed a ration which wil! pro- 
duce growth of frame and at the same 


time keep the animals in good flesh. 
Corn and corn fodder are both class- 
ed as fattening rather than growth 


producing feeds. Thus it will be nec- 
essary to add some food containing a 
high percentage of protein to the ra- 
tion. The roughage mentioned, corn 
fodder and cane hay, are both defi- 
cient in protein, but they can be used 
to very good advantage, providing the 
right kind of grain ration is fed with 
them. For young and growing ani- 
mals, no kind of roughage will give 
as good results as alfalfa or clover 
hay. 

A ration of ground wheat and 
ground corn will give very good re- 
sults, but a ration of corn and Buf- 
falo gluten feed, gluten meal, oil meal 
or cotton seed meal will be very like- 
ly to give much better results. These 
feeds all contain a high percentage 
of protein, thus will make valuable 





adjuncts to add to the corn ration. If 
bran can be purchased at a reasona- 
ble price, say fifteen or sixteen dol- 
lars per ton, a little of it can be fed 
to good advantage. The above feeds 
may be fed in the following propor- 
tions to good advantage: Corn, two 
parts; gluten feed, two parts; and 
bran, one part by weight. Corn, two 
parts; gluten meal, one part, and 
bran, one part. Corn, two parts; oil 
meal, one part; and bran, one part. 
Feed one pound of the above grain 
mixture for every one _ hundred 
pounds live weight of the animal.

Stacking Grain. 
To WALLACEs’ FARMER: 

I see a request for communications 
on stacking and will tell how I stack 
grain. I set bottom sheaves straight 
about the size of the stack, then lay a 
double row to start with, keeping lev- 
el for about four feet. Fill center 
high enough then to give good slope 
and then build one layer to protect 
butt. Starting to draw in, I lay three 


rows at a time, first outside bundie, 
then third row with head just touch- 
ing butt of first row, then lay second 
row on these, walking backwards. In 
this way one will never slide or spoil 
the outside tiers and every bundle 
slopes. I have the reputation of be- 
ing one of the best stackers around 
here, and I think this is the only 
right way to stack bundles. I have 
never had a stack that took water.

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THE ILLINOIS STATE FAIR. 


I}linolsans last week added another to 
their string of great fairs. It is doubt- 
ful whether any of those which have gone 
before equaled that of 1002, everything 
taken into consideration. It was thorough- 
ly representative of the agricultural re- 
sources of the state. It was not lop-sided, 
The exhibit of tield products was as good 
in its way as the exhibit of live stock, and 
the iatter was wmaguificent. Agriculture 
proper is kept well to the front at Spring- 
field. Reaching the fair grounds by rail 
the visitor steps directly into the central 
part of the machinery exhibit and to reach 
the central part of the grounds pusses 
through one wing of this buiiding aud 
thrvugu the “dume™” bundy, Lue wrgest 
on tue grounds., This buiuimyg takes its 
Buwe fivum veIng Culstructed principally 
frum the dume vt vue of Lue great Vuluiugs 
OL tue worius tair. If vamed tor tue use

Struct the view. In the central part is 
the fruit exhibit, tastefully arranged on 
tabies, sel tur enougu apart tu peril the 
Visitur to make a close exXumitiativu of 
the fruit on euch tabie, and the varia- 
guted cvlor gives a wust pieasing ellect. 
Arevund this Lruit exbibil Lhe space is used 
for cuvunty dispiays and by tLivse wie 
wish tu make iaige dispiays for advertis- 
ing purposes. Abuve is a wide baicuny, 
giving were space ip itself thay is cun- 
tuiued in the agricultural and burticultural 
haliis combined at Ves Muinues, aud tere 
are placed the grains aud vegeluuvies en- 
tered fur premiums. It is an aduirabie 
buiidirg fur the purpose and the eaxuibit 
this yeur vus worthy of 

‘The ILliueis grounds are wueh better 
for bad weather tauir than those of lowa. 
Omitting the race tracks in euch = they 
probably are uot huif as lurge; they 
coud be set duwn in thut part of the 
lowu grounds extending from (the street 
car gute tu dairy bail. The buiidiugs are 
much better than those at Ves Mvuines, 
are close tugether and are all conuected 
by wide cement waiks. lu bad weather, 
therefture, the visitur can keep his feet 
dry aud see practically all of the fair 
with very little expusure to the weather. 
On the other band this cuncentrativon of 
buildings und the leveiness of the grouuds 
would be disadvantages if the fulr was 
beld a wuuth earlier when bot weather is 
likely—there is vo breezy hillside as at 
Des Muines where the peuple cun get out 
on the grass under the shude of the trees 
and rest a vit aud cool off But we need 
some of those wide walks and roomy 
buiidings. 

The tair is well managed. Things are 
systematized. The crowds are baudied com- 
fortably and with order. The people have 
ampie oppurtunity to see, and see to ad- 
Vantage, what they come to see. The 
fair lust week wus the fiftieth state fair 
held in Iilinvis and the efforts of the 
Dunagement to muke this unniversary a 
memvrable one were successful in the 
highest degree. 

fhe city of Springfield did its part. The 
streets in the ceutral portion of the 
city were brilliantly illuminated, the elec- 
trical display being by odds the finest we 
have cver seen since the world’s fair. 
Free acrobatic and spectacular eutertain- 
ments were provided in the public square 
from 8 until 11 euch evening. The hvtel 
accomodatious at Springtield are totally 
Inadequate but the visiteurs were taken 
care of at private homes. 


THE STOCK SHOW. 


The cattle show was very strong as the 
reader will understand from the detailed 
report made under the headings of the 
various breeds, There were nut so many 
cattle as at the lowa fair but the quality 
was there. The hog show was excellent, 
in the Poland-China classes probably ex- 
celling any other show that bus been held 
in the west. For example, in the 
class for sweepstakes boars three boars 
were entered that had won = sweep- 
stakes at three different state fairs and 
were all beaten here by a fourth bour 
showing for the first time. The horse 
show was superb. It was said that there 
were more horses shown at Springtield last 
week than at the world's fair, although 
vp this we cannot speak with authority. 
The quality was correspondingly good. The 
horses and cattle are judged in a pavilion, 
the same in every respect as the uew one 
at Des Moines, in fact the latter was 
copied from it. The cattle were judged 
in the forenoon, beginning at 8 o'clock 
each day and continuing until the breed 
was finished. The horses were judged in 
the afternoon. A catalogue containing, 
with the exception of a very few belated 
entries, a complete list of animals com- 
peting for premiums, was a most pleasant 
innovation to the state falr visitor. This 
was gotten up in the same style as those 
at the International and Kansas City 
shows, giving nume of each animal, sire 
= dam, and owner, under the proper 
elass, 

As a fitting post-lude to the series of 
state fairs, all of which have furnished 
to the agricultural-thinking public ample 
evidence of the soundness of the doc- 
trine cf live stock farming, the Illinois 
State Fair certainly fulfilled its mission 
aus one of the great if not the greatest of 
western state fairs. While perhaps not 
the largest exhibit of stock which has 
been seen at state fairs of previous years 
or in other states, nevertheless of a qual- 
ity and quantity sufficient to shape the 
destiny of any state or of all the breeds. 
The only regret in attending such a stock 
show as that held at Springtield lies in 
the fact that the Illinois farmer, warped 
by the evils of landlordism and the im- 
mediate gain of grain farming, heeds so 
little the unmistakable agricultural truism 
that In live stock farming Hes the only 
ultimate permanent agricultural success. 
For truth compels the statement that IIII- 
nois does not furnish her share of the 
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great herds which from year to year make 
a success of the Illinois State Fair. 


THE SHORT-HORNS. 


There may have been larger shows, 
there may have been greater shows, but 
it is extremely doubtful if there has been 
a show of Short-horns this year which has 
furnished such a struggle for honors as 
that at Springfield and “the judgment at 
Springtield’’ will furnish a topic for ani- 
mated discussion which will never end 
until decisious at later shows murk the 
surviving champions of the “red, white 
aud rouus.”" The herds of Messrs. Cusey, 
Harding, Bowen and Kice, which through- 
out the circuit bave held almost undis- 
puted sway, supplemented by the Kub- 
bins herd frem Iudiana, the newly fa- 
mous Hanna champions from Obio, and 
the Illinvis berds of Messrs. Wilson and 
Atkins assured the success of the Iilinvis 
Short-huoru show. Judge C. E. Levuard 
ouly fullowed precedent when he piaced 
Choice Goods first in the aged bull class. 
Golden Victor and Speculator tvok tuvir 
usual pusitivns. In the’ two-year-olds 
Nonpure!l of Clover Blossom likewise led 
the two-year-old bulls, followed by Mur- 
mauduke 2d. In the yearling bulls Cere- 
monious Archer beld bis seemingly iu- 
pregnable position over Vrince of Tebo 
Lawn and Viutu of Dalimeny. In the bull 
calf class the Hanua herd started its pro- 
cession to victory. Senior King Edward 
sired by Bapton Arrow, a very bold stana- 
ing, straight lined fellow of vigor and 
quality as denoted in a splendid crest aud 
lead, fulfilled the prophecy of the wise 
and defeated the compact and nicely tn- 
nished Victor Missie. Junior Stars and 
Stripes also owued by Huauna Is a — 
coufeurmed and promising youngster, bard- 
ly vld enough for his company but he suc- 
ceeded in landing third. Judge Forbes at 
Louisville suunded the teesin of alarm as 
te whether Kuberta, the undefeated, is to 
remain the Short-Lorn queen of the year. 
Judge Leonard added force to the bivw, 
but we hbuve yet to see the final verdict. 
When Kuberta, Village Rose, Missie 1u5th 
und 55th Duchess of Gloster, all roans, 
uwait honors, judgutrent may justly be 
varied. Lust week it was the turn of Vil- 
lage Kose. Of nearly the same size, color, 
style and conformation, pronounced = su- 
periority favored neither. It was -_ a 
question of the blovi, perbaps a_ wider 
sprung rib, a little more width bebind, a 
silkier touch of Village Rose against the 
deeper quarter, a wider front, the fuct 
of having produced and the prestige of 
Ktuberta, and the former points won the 
day. Missie 165th of the different type, took 
the third position and still waits for ber 
kind of a judge. In the’ two-yeur-vld 
heifers the Hanna herd furnished another 
surprise in Village Belle, a strongly built 
yet compact and evenly balanced heifer 
who beat Onelda shown by Bowen and 
Harding's Gulden Fame's Belle the con- 
testants lo former shows. 

Queen of LBeuuty, the very compact, 
stylish Bowen heifer, in the yearling class 
duplicated ber performance at previous 
shows winning over the beefy, evenly ba!- 
anced Knuckle Duster heifer Gloster Girl 
shown by Harding. 

Robbing & Sons in their heifer calves, 
Lad's Seeret and Lad'’s Missie won signal 
honur in taking first and second position 
over the hitherto wiuning Sweet Violet 4th. 

In the senior championships there was 
no question. When King Edward defeated 
Ceremonious Archer fur junior champion 
bull ringside talent, about evenly divided, 
seemed hesitant.

THE ANGUS SHOW. 


Judge Wallace Estill had quite a task in 
dividing honors among the nine herds of 
Aberdeen Angus cattle present. Among 
these were: C. H. Gardner, Biandinsville, 
Til.; M. A. Judy & Son, Williamsport, 
Ind.: D. Bradfute & Son, Cedarville, 0.;: 
E. Reynolds & Son, Prophetstown, IIL: 
A. C. Binnie, Alta, Ia.; M. P. & S. E. 
Lantz, Carlock, Ill; T. L. Rothwell, Mt. 
Pulaski, Ill, and J. H. & H. C. Groves, 
Taylorville. Til. In the aged bull class, 
Valiant Knight, owned by Rradfute & 
Son, who has been so suecessful at enst- 
ern fairs this fall displaced Ida's Eclipser 
owned by Reynolds & Son. In the two- 
vear-old bull class Mri Gardner exhibited 
his newly purchased Juby of Morlich, 
boucht to renlace Rosegay. It would seem 
that the purchase was well made for this 
makes the second time of the season that 
this growthy and well proportioned yet 
hardly finished bull has won this honor. 
Mr. Binnie’s Mayor of Alta. well known 
to Iowans, took the second position. The 
seven entries of yearling bulls furnished 
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a very close fight. The toppy and beefy 
Hayti of Woodlawn shown by J. O. 
Strubinger won first position over the 
sulmewhat larger yet oot quite so weli 
balanced Bradfute bull Lucy's Prince. 
Barbara's Ruseguy, swualler than the other 
two, but a very smevth and refined sun 
of Rosegay, was placed third. The two- 
year-old heifer class furuished the sur- 
prise in Augus decisions when Biluckcap 
Judy met defeat at the hands of the 
Judy heifer Queen Mother 7th. Straight 
and broad of back, smoothly fleshed, an 
“Estill” bead, not quite so deep in body 
or quarter but nicer finished behind than 
Blackcap Judy, Queen Mother 7th is cer- 
tainly destined to be a determining factor 
in future Angus decisions. Rosegay's 
daughters figured promineutly in the year- 
ling and heifer calf classes when Gay Kuse 
Princess by virtue of a little better hand- 
ling properties won over Bradfute's cuom- 
pact Lizzie 2d of Meadow Brook and the 
little silken hided dumpling Rosegay Pride 
defeated all others in her class. <A. C. 
Binnie’s Pride of Aberdeen Tist was 
placed second in the latter class.

THE HORSE SHOW. 


As before noted the horse show was 
magnificent. Stall room was at a prem- 
jum. The beavy horse contingent was out 
in force and there were a vuuwber of riugs 
of tifteen to twenty entries. The quality 
was excellent. As usual there was some 
dissatisfaction with the judging—so much 
so that one exhibitor felt justitied in with- 
drawing his horses from the ring. The 
horse judge of the present day bas a more 
difficult job than the judge of any of the 
other classes of live stock. He must do 
his work in the presence of an audience 
each member of which feels himself fully 
us competent as the judge to place the 
ribbons where they ought to go. To be 
sure, the audience has no_ opportunity, 
even if it felt so inclined, to muke a crit- 
ical examination of the entries. But why 
should it? Sound feet and legs, good eyes, 

vscular conto:mation suited to the work 

these are matter of small importance (to 
the crowd) as compared with the flashy 
action, and the groom who can best dis- 
play the latter with its accompaniments 
of flying mane, flashing eye and distended 
nostrils can count on receiving the plaud- 
it. of the audience. And woe be to the 
judge who does not fall in line. A de- 
cision that did not confirm the popular 
verdict at Springfield met swift condem- 
nation. Cries of “No, no,” “Take off that 
ribbon,”’ ‘“Tuke him out,’ ete., resounded 
through the pavilion, and the  luckless 
winner of the coveted blue found little 
pleasure in parading his victory. Under 
these conditions only ai judge’ well 
grounded In horse kuowledge and with 
sufficient backhune to stand by his judg- 
ment can bope to satisfy the exhibitors 
who have a right to expect justice at his 
hands. If the horse superintendents of 
the various fairs would exercise more care 
in selecting judges of acknowledged com- 
petency and standing beth exhibitors and 
spectators would be better satistied. 

THE SADDLE HORSES. 

The saddle horse show was the best 
we have seen at a state fair. The classes 
were well filled, each having from seven 
to a dozen entries, and the showing made 
one of the most attractive features of the 
entire fair.

THE COLLEGE EXGIBIT. 


The Illinois Agricultural College and Ex- 
periment Stution wade an iuteresting ex- 
hibit and oue from which the visitur who 
felt so inclined could gather a lot of vai- 
uable information. This exhibit: consisted 
of samples of a large number of different 
varieties of corn, wheat, oats, etc., taste- 
fully arranged in giuss cylinders and on 
racks. One exhibit illustrated the work 
dune in tive years in increasing the per- 
centage of protein in corn. In 1897 when 
the work of breeding was begun the pro- 
tein conteut wus 12.54 per cent. In 1902 this 
has been increased to 15.32 per cent. Ip an- 
other series of breeding operatiuns the oil 
percentage has been increased from 5.32 in 
18¥7 to 6.Y7 in 1902. On another table was 
shown a graphic illustratiou of the per- 
centage of the different cunstitutents of 
milk aod butter. Bundles of oats were 
shown to illustrate the effect of varlous 
methods of treating for swut. Altogether 
the exhibit was a very attractive oue. 

THE SEED CORN EXHIBIT. 

The late date of the Illinois fair makes 
it possible to secure an exhibit of seed 
corn far superior to that of any other 
western fair; and our Illinois friends are 
alive to this possibility. We wish every 
farmer in the west could have seen the 
seed corn exhibit in the dome building, 
table after table groaning under its load 
of white and yellow ears, rack after rack 
filled, and a few hundred bushels scat- 
tered around promiscuously—thrown In for 
good measure. The work done at the 
institutes aud by the Illinois Seed Corn 
Breeders’ Association shuws some results 
in this exhibit. Some idea of the _ iim- 
portance attached to the seed corn exhibit 
in Illinois can be gathered from the fact 
that premiums aggregating $1,500 in cash 
were hung up for it alone, 

The state is divided into three divisions, 
north, central and south and premiums 
offered for the best yellow and white dent 
from each division. There is a class for 
pure bred seed corn, varieties established 
by the Illinois Experiment Station, which 
are as_ follows: White corn: Boone 
County White, Iowa Silver Mine, White 
Superior. Yellow corn: Reid's Yellow 
Dent, Leaming, Golden Eagle, Riley's 
Favorite. Other premiums were offered for 
the corn shelling out best, and purses of 
$250 each for the best bushel of corn 
grown in Illinois and in the world respec- 
tively, and a grand purse of $500, divided 
into five prizes, open to the world, for the 
best corn show. With this monetary en- 
couragement, therefore, it is not surpris- 
ing that Illinois has a great show of seed 
corn. But the state reaps the benefit. 
The exhibit was surrounded constantly by 
a crowd of farmers studying seed corn. 
The value of such an exhibit is simply in- 
calculable. 

In addition to the corn entered for 
premiums there were several fine displays 
made by seed corn breeders. The most 
elaborate of these was that made by 
Funk Bros., Bloomington, Ill., who devote 
about a fourth of their 25,000 acres to 
growing corn. They exhibited twelve dif- 
ferent varieties of corn of their own grow- 
ing, as well as oats, ete. In what they 
call Funk's 90 day corn we believe they 
have a variety that will —7 make Its 
way in Iowa. It Is larger and better all 
around than Pride of the North and a 
better yielder, and is claimed to mature 
at the same time. Their other standard 
varieties are, Reid's Yellow Dent, Silver 
Mine, Leaming, Boone County White and 
Golden Eagle. The last two varieties 
should be generally Introduced on rich land 
In the south half of lowa. Pr. Grout 
of Winchester, Ill, showed a number of 
bushels each of his favorite varieties 
Boone County White and Legal Tender, 
both showing trueness to type and excel- 
lent quality.

A new and important use for refined 
paraftine wax seems tv have been dis- 
covered by a prominent resident of Obio, 
living near Lancaster, who had two trees 
badly damaged by storm, one being a 
maple and the other an apple. In each 
ease a large limb was broken down from 
the trunk, but still attached to it. The 
limbs were propped up and fastened se- 
curely with straps, very much as a broken 
leg wight be fastened with splints, and 
then melted refined wax poured into and 
over all the cracks. The ‘surgical opera- 
tion’’ was entirely sucessful. The paraf- 
fine prevented the escape of the sap, kept 
out the rain and moisture which would 
have rotted the trees, prevented the de- 
predations of insects, anu the limbs seem 
thus far to be perfectly re-attached to the 
trees.

Cantine Bros. & Stevenson of Hoistein, 
Ia. ‘The importation numbering 37 uead 
were personuiy selected by Mr. Homes 
Cantine of this firm and were seen after 
having but recently come from quarantine. 
Of course it will take some littie time for 
the cattle to recover from their long jour- 
ney and be in the flesb in which they will 
show to the best advantage, but the 
writer was very agreeabiy surprised to find 
the cattle showimg up to such good ad- 
vantage in thin flesh. It is only the 
finest specimens of the breed, having 
straight linés and of good type and con- 
formation, that show up so well in this 
condition, but this is the kind that this 
firm goes after when on the buy, aud as is 
well known, they had alieady secured a 
number of the highest priced Angus svuld 
in this country, inciuding the $3,000 Black 
bird cow bought at Cnas. Escher's lust 
Omaha combination saie. They also have 
a number of tops from Chicago sales and 
have secured sume great ones at private 
sule. The importation includes two great 
young bulls and the rest are cows and 
heifers. One of the bulls is Edward RK, 
whom we have previously referred to in 
these columns as having been considered 
the greatest young bull in Scotland. He is 
a fuil brother to Elandslaagte sold to the 
King. His sire was Eblito, a son of Prince 
Ito, the $9,000 Highland Society champion. 
His dam is Elasena by Eltnam, the 
champion as a two-year-old at the High- 
land Society show, second dam Elenca by 
Prince Inca, another Highland Society 
champion, he by Lliad, also a champion 
at this same show. The third dam was by 
the Higbland Society champion Erroll, 
while next comes the celebrated champion 
Justice, next dam Electra, by the massive 
Vetrarch, both Highland Society cham- 
pions, while next comes the great chaim- 
pion Judge. The dams were bred by Sir 
George MacPherson Grant and the length 
of the pedigree shows this to be a produc 
ing family. With such a prize winning 
ancestry Edward R certainly has the right 
to be the great young bull he is and in 
this herd will undoubtedly prove to be the 
sire of show animals. Among the fe 
males they imported, as rich and as prom- 
ising as any is Eline of Balmoral bred by 
the kind. Her dam was the great Eline 
of Abergeldie bred by the Queen and sired 
by Eulenberg, a 250 guinea bull.

The next 
dam was Pride of Aberdeen 7th, one of 
the noted foundation cows of the famous 
Prides. The other Pride cow referred to 
wes Princess D of Auchorachan from the 
sxreat herd of Col. G. S. Grant. Her sire 
was Alick of Aberlour, a Highland So- 
ciety champion by the undefeated Eques- 
triam, sire of the celebrated Bion. The 
dam of Princess D of A was Pride of 
Dalmore 9th by the Highland Society 
champion Esquire, next dam by the High- 
land Society champion Lord Ivory. An- 
other is the Erica cow Elba 2d of Pitt- 
pointe a granddanghter of the _ noted 
Friea cow Evergreen by Justice that sold 
(with calf at foot) at Col. Smith 
Grant’s sale for 350 guineas, and 
is thought to be the only = one 
of that particular strain in America, Sir 





George Macpherson Grant baving been very 
sparing im parting with his choicest strains. 
Her sire is the intensely bred Trojan Erica 
bull, Erica Baronet, baving for sire and 
dam both Trojan Ericas. wWlannah is an- 
other richly bred Erica in the imporation 
and is a five-year-old with heifer calf at 
foot. Her sire is Prince Lliad, a _ full 
brother to Prince Inca and almost a full 
biother to Prince Ito. Her dam Elapis was 
by the Blackbird bull Provost Black. Both 
sires and dams were bred by Sir G. M. 
Grant. They also bought a yearling Jilt 
heifer called Jilt of Hattan, one of two 
head bought of Lady Seatield and the 
first Jilt to be brought over in a good many 
years. The other from this herd is a 
Coquet called Handsome ~-Coquet, first 
prize yearling over all breeds at the Cen- 
tral Banffshire Farmers Club and was 
one of the pair that won Col. Smith's 
plate for best pair any breed one yeur old.

The Science and Practice of Cross 
Pollination. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

The wonderful results obtained by 
the florists in improving ornamental 
plants gathered together from. the 
ends of the earth have made gardens 
and greenhouses a realm of beauty. 
I need not stop here to tell all the 
work done in crossing fruits. In the 
limited space available it will be best 
to speak of crossing from the stand- 
point of the amateur who wishes to 
do his part in improving the fruits 
of the northwest. By crossing is 
meant the union of different varie- 
ties of the same species, such as the 
Wealthy apple with the Hibernal, or 
the Duchess with the Ben Davis. By 
hybridization is meant the union of 
two different species such as the Si- 
berian crab with the Duchess apple, 
the sand cherry with the Minor plum, 
as exemplified in the Compass; or the 
Chinese pear with the pear from west- 
ern Europe, as exemplified in the 
Kieffer. In other words, a hybrid in- 
dividual in the vegetable kingdom 
corresponds to the mule in the ani- 
mal kingdom. The word “crossing” 
however, is often used as a conven- 
ient term, meaning both crossing and 
hybridizing. Over fifty years ago 
Lindley said: “Hybridization is a 
game of chance played between man 
and plants.” In other words there is 
no means of foretelling what the re- 
sult will be when plants are crossed, 
especially is this true with our culti- 
vated fruits as all are more or less of 
mongrel ancestry. 

The main benefit in hybridizing 
plants is to break up the fixity of 
type. Then when this is done the 
seeds of these hybrids should be 
planted largely to give an opportunity 
for the forces of heredity to assert 
themselves. Burbank, of California, 
and Theodore Williams, of Nebraska, 
find, in improving plums, that hand 
crossing is of use mainly at first to 
break up the fixity of type. After the 
hybrid plum trees are obtained they 
are grown intermingled close togeth- 
er in nursery rows and other sorts 
top grafted in the limbs. The pits 
are then planted, and nature has been 
given a chances. The result will be: 

First—If the flower is self fertiliz- 
ing the seedlings may nearly or quite 
revert to one or the other of the par- 
ents, or to some ancestor further 
back. 

Second—If bees or the wind have 
carried foreign pollen, still greater 
tendency to variation has been in- 
troduced. 

Crossing and hybridizing I regard 
as short cuts in the work of improv- 
ing fruits. It is a means of hastening 
the process of evolution by introduc- 
ing new elements of variation. 

In 1901 the writer grew at Brook- 
ings 499 seedlings of the Compass, 
the well known hvbrid sand cherry, 
originated by H. Knudson, of Spring- 
field, Minnesota. The Compass, by 
the way, is very fruitful and hardy 
at Brookings, and proves worthy of a 
Place in the home garden furnishing 
an abundance of fruit just ahead of 
our earliest plums. These seedlings 
show remarkable variation, some run- 
ning back to the sand cherry and oth- 
ers approaching closely the plum in

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foliage. Some seedlings were select- 
ed with root intermediate between the 
red of the sand cherry and the brown 
yellow of the plum, and planted this 
spring as one year seedlings. Many 
of them flowered but did not fruit as 
they were transplanted. C. G. Pat- 
ten, of Charles City, Iowa, has obtain- 
ed very interesting results from seed- 
lings of the Briar Sweet crab, a hy- 
brid of the Siberian crab with the 
Bailey Sweet. The experiments of Pe- 
ter M. Gideon indicate, however, that 
the long keeping capacity cannot be 
expected from any of the Siberian 
crab hybrids. The amateur and the 
busy nurserymen can perhaps do the 
best work in crossing fruits by top 
grafting largely, as done by Burbank 
and Williams, and sowing the seeds. 

Working with blessoms of the or- 
chard fruits in the spriug in Minneso- 
ta and the northwest, generally is not 
the most pleasant work in the cold, 
windy weather often prevalent at that 
time of the year. Operating on the 
essential organs of a flower is a lit- 
tle like taking a watch to pieces out 
of doors. Still a few pleasant days 
may intervene at the right time which 
will permit of some work being done. 
Any elementary book on botany will 
give drawings and descriptions of the 
essential organs of the flower. In 
case of the plum there is one single 
pistil in the center of the flower, 
shaped something like an Indian club. 
It forms the fruit when properly fer- 
tilized. Surrounding the cup con- 
taining the pistil is a circle of slen- 
der stalks with yellowish heads or 
others containing the pollen, the male 
fertilizing elements corresponding to 
the pellen in the tassels of corn. In 
the apple the case is somewhat simi- 
lar, except that there are five pistils 
instead of only one. Both in the ap- 
ple and the plum stamens are varia- 
ble in number something like twenty, 
more or less. 

The standard method of doing the 
work is to take the flower a day or 
two before it would naturally open, 
remove the petals (the showy pari 
of the flower), and all the stamens. 
This can be done with a pair of fine 
pinchers or a small pair of pointed 
scissors. The flower is then covered 
with a paper sack to prevent the ac- 
cess of insects. Only two or three 
flowers should be opened in one place 
or in one cluster, and the other flow 
ers removed. If the weather remains 
warm the work can be completed the 
next day, or if cold two or three days 
after. 

The pollen is gathered from fully 
open blossoms, and before the anth- 
ers open and allow the pollen to es- 
cape. Then the anthers must be 
spread out on a sheet of white writ- 
ing paper and permitted to dry in a 
warm room with no drafts, as it is 
very light, and the slightest breath 
of air is enough to scatter the yellow 
dust. It will not do to put the an- 
thers into a closed vial at once because 
there is enough moisture in them to 
cause mold in a few hours. When 
perfectly dry the pollen will adhere 
like flour (it resembles flour in every 
respect, but color), to the finger ti “ 
or to a camel’s hair brush. The sac 
may now be removed and the pc ti 
appiied with a camel’s hair brush o1 
the tip of the finger and the sack re 
piaced. 

After two or three days as soon as 
the flower is fertilized, tear open the 
sack and tie below to indicate parent- 
age and permit it to remain until the 
fruit begins to color. The fruit 
should now be protected by mosqui 
to bar so that in case of a wind storm 
the fruit will not be lost. There is 
considerable objection to the use of 
paper sacks, but in out-door work 
something seems essential to keep 
away the bees. However, Luther Bur- 
bank, of California, removes all but 
one tenth of the blossoms on each 
tree and removes the stamens by the 
aid of a sharp knife only. The petals 
also being removed by this operation, 
bees are not apt to visit the flowers. 
He runs the risk of the flowers being 
fertilized by pollen carried by the 
wind. He discards camel’s hair 
brushes also and applies pollen with 
the tip of the finger. I have found it 
best to use this method of applying 
pollen, where the quantity is small. 
Sometimes the pistils can be dipped 
directly into the pollen. 

Mr. Burbank, I understand, prefers 
to run the risk of mixing the pedi- 
gree rather than lose the whole flow- 
er by the use of the paper sack. 

In closing, it should be stated tha 
pollination is the act of applying 
pollen to the stigmatic surface of the 
pistil. If the pollen “‘takes’”, the flow- 
er is fertilized and sets seed.

THE DesTAULTION OF A POL- 
LUTED CITY. 

(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for October 19. 1902.—Joshua 
6:12-20.) 

The general subject of this lesson 
is the miraculous destruction of the 
dissolute city of Jericho, the city of 

ol and the center of the licen- 
tious moon worship of the Phenicians, 
or, in other words, Cananites. Verses 
9-16 and 20th of the lesson describe 
the singular method of its destruc- 
tion which brings out clearly the mi- 
raculous power exercised at that 
time. The 17th verse declares’ the 
city accursed; that is the inhabitants 
accursed or devoted to death with the 


exception of Rahab, the harlot, and 
her tamily. The 1%th verse records 
the devotion of all the vessels that 
might be purged with fire, that is, 
gold, silver, brass, and iron, to the 
treasury of the Lord, which was, in 
fact, the public treasury, while the 
Sth verse absolutely and in the most 
remarkable way prohibits any indi- 
vidual in any way from having any 
share whatever, in the spoil. 

The Israelites were in no haste to 
attack Jericho after crossing the Jor- 
dan. There was much to be done be- 
fore they were fit to be the executors 
of the Divine judgment against a 
doomed and dissolute people. First, 
the passover season occurred _ four 
days after the crossing and was now 


to be observed, and doubtless with 
the greatest solemnity, for the first 
time in the Promised Land. The 
passing over the Jordan so recently 
would naturally give the passover a 
peculiar sacredness. Second, circum- 
cision, the peculiar badge of their 
covenant relation with Jehovah, had 
been entirely neglected in the wilder- 
ness (Joshua 5:5-7). The seal of the 
covenant was now to be applied to 
all males that were born in the wil- 
Which would naturally in- 
the present time about one- 
fighting men (Joshua 5: 2-4.) 
This necessitated still further delay 
until they would recover. 

The people that were to be the ad- 
ministrators of the Divine judgment 
must themselves be a people wholly 
consecrated to the Lord. The destruc- 
tion of Jericho was not a war of con- 
quest, nor for the sake of the spoils, 
but in a peculiar a holy war; 
hence, the soldiers were forbidden 
under pain of death from having per- 
sonal profit out of it in any way. 

Equally peculiar was the siege. We 
are told that Jericho was closely shut 
up; literally it was shut up; “none 
went out, and none came in,” (Joshua 
6:1). They had lost all courage and 
heart and retired within the walls, 
depet.ding on these as a last resort. 
The first day the army marched from 
Gilgal, three and one-half miles, to 
the city and around it once in the 
following order: First, the vanguard 
of the army; next the seven priests, 
blowing trumpets; next the taberna- 
cle, borne by the priests, and after- 
wards the rereward, translated in the 
margin “the gathering host’, proba- 
bly a second division of the army, the 
same order that was observed in the 
march across the Jordan. This was 
continued for six successive days. 

It must have seemed mere child’s 
play to the wise men of Jericho: a 
tent covered with sealskin, carried on

the shoulders of the white  robed 
priests. preceded by seven _ priests 
blowing trumpets with all their 
might, as the central object. The 
more civilized Cananites would look 
with ill-concealed contempt on the 
poorly armed, badly clothed soldiers 
marching before and after in abso- 
lute silence as though they were at- 


tending a funeral. The jester would 
say: “Blow away, boys”. The soldier 
would say: “It will take something 


more than a funeral procession to 
break down these impregnable walls.” 
To the wiser men who saw something 
beyond human power in the past his- 
tory of this peuple, there must have 
been something very uncanny about 
it all, and to be feared the more be- 
cause so utterly unheard of before. 
The manifest object of all this and 
of the repeated marches on the sev- 











fighting for their homes, were obvi- 
ously impregnable to a poorly armed 
host. The Israelites could march,they 
could blow trumpets, they could carry 
the ark, but a supernatural power 
must leyel these walls. Then they 
could destroy a panic stricken people 
if need be with their own weapons. 

There is something very significant 
in the fact that the city was devoted 
to utter destruction. {ts capture was 
a military necessity, because it was 
the key to the passes that led through 
the mountains to the center of the 
Promised Land. No advance was safe 
with a strongly fortified enemy in 
the rear. 

It was also a moral necessity, for 
Jericho was the seat of idolatrous 
worship. Idolatry was treason to the 
Jewish government and its. people 
were prone to idolatry, even in the 
wilderness. The preservation of the 
lives, therefore, of the people of Jer- 
icho was extremely dangerous to the 


Jewish people at that time. Their 
kinsmen had led them into idolatry 
at Baal-peor. In this center of 
wealth and Jluxury, idolatry had 


wrought out its full effects and devel- 
oped the most debasing vices which 
rendered mercy to the inhabitants the 
greatest moral danger to the Jewish 
people. This people was so polluted 
with vice of the most debasing char- 
acter that even the land itself was 
said to be polluted. No land can be 
polluted except by the pollution of 
tne people in it; hence, this polluted 
city must be purified by fire and its 
treasures be cleansed, with the same 
cleanser of all uncleanness. At the 
end or culmination of all things, this 
polluted world will be cleansed in 
the same way after the Lord's people 
are taken out of it as a preliminary 
to the establishment of a new earth 
wherein dwelleth righteousness. Fear- 
ful always are the just and right- 
eous judgments of the Lord. 

Even more significant is the fact 
that no one was permitted to have 
any share of the individual spoils. 
The Israelites must be taught that in 
this they were simply the executives 


of the Divine judgment, actuated not 
by a feeling of vengeance, but sim- 
ply doing the well known, fully re- 
vealed Divine will; therefore, there 
must be no selfish motives or any 
hope of making any personal gain 
while executing that will. 

According to the ideas prevailing 


in those rude days, to the victor be- 
long the spoils. That celebrated max- 
im did not originate with President 
Jackson. It is as old as heathenism, 
and the fact that with the single ex- 
ception of Achan (Joshua 7:1), ev- 
ery man seems to have obeyed the in- 
junction of Joshua to let the spoils 
alone, shows the high degree of dis- 
cipline which Joshua had been able 
to maintain in the great army. The 
punishment of Achan was severe but 
salutory. Had the rule of the con- 
queror in those days prevailed, the 
women would have been kept as the 
slaves and concubines, and the treas- 
ures divided among the soldiers as 
spoilsmen to the utter demoralization 
of the army. Greed and lust would 
have run riot and the very object of 
the conquest would have been de- 
feated. 

There is, however, a bright side, 
even to this dark and to many re- 
volting pictures which can be justi- 
fied only on the high moral ground 
that the Scripture everywhere takes 
in dealing with this people. For the 
first time faith is kept with heretics.

lot would not have kept her out of 
good society in Jericho), had receiv- 
ed the spies, concealed them, lied 
about them, which to her would prob- 
ably be no conscious wrongdoing, and 
the spies had given the faith of the

nation that in case she revealed not 
their business her life and that of her 
entire family would be safe. Wheth- 
er they had the right to make this 
promise or not. it was religiously 
kept. There is mercy on repentance 
even for a debased character in de- 
based Jericho. 

In Joshua’s further dealings with 
the Cananites, this just principle that 
faith must be kept with all men was 
further illustrated. The inhabitants 
of Gibeon afterwards sent a deputa- 
tion, pretending to come from a far 
country, seeking a treaty of peace. 
The treaty was made and when the 
deception was found out the promise 
was none the less kept. It is some- 
what significant that when Saul long 
afterwards in one of his spasmodic 
fits of religion violated this covenant 
and slew the Gibeonites, the descen- 
dants of those who had made the 
treaty, judgment was visited upon his 
house long afterwards. The lesson 
of it is that men must keep their 
word. 





Rugs. 
To HEARTS AND HOMES: 

In a previous issue of Wallaces’ 
Farmer I saw a request for cheap: and 
easy ways to make rugs. I will send 
in some simple ones. 

No. 1.—Take rags that are no good 
for other purposes, sew them in strips 
and braid them smoothly and evenly. 
Braid as long a strip as needed for 
the size of rug wanted, using as many 
colors as desired. If a round rug is 
wished, sew the strip round and 
round, using very strong thread. Hold 


the strip locse enough so that it will 
be flat when laid on the floor. This 
makes a pretty and substantial rug. 


No. 2.—Any woolen rags will do for 
this rug. Take a twine sack the size 
of the rug. The rags are held on the 


under side of the sack. Take a hook 
and press it ,through the sack, catch- 
ing the rags and pulling them through 
to the upper side. Any design can be 
used in this rug. Bright colors al- 
ways look pretty in a rug. This rug 
can be put on a frame to be worked, 
if desired. The book should be quite 
large and can be of iron or hardwood. 

No. 3.—Take common carpet rags 
and knit them with coarse steel or 
wooden knitting needles. Knit a strip 
about twelve stitches wide and sew 
this around any kind of a center. One 
side of the strip should be somewhat 
narrower than the other, as this makes 
a round rug. This can be made in 
any size. 

No. 4.—Cut out scallops of any size 
and color. Work the outside with a 
buttonhole stitch in any bright colored 
yarn. Sew these on a strong piece of 
cloth the size the rug is to be. Begin 
to sew the scallops on the outside and 
so on until the -whole rug is covered.

Hiring Hands to Milk Cows. 
A Nebraska correspondent who has 
fifty or sixty good red and roan heif- 
ers coming in next spring, most of 


them with their first calves, asks us | 
if it would pay to milk them if he has | 


to hire it done. He has a hand sep- 
arator and is milking some anyway. 

We don’t believe it will. Ten cows 
are about the most a man can milk 
properly in an hour. You can’t af- 
ford to pay a man for ten hours work 
and get but two. It might be possible 
near town to secure good milkers and 
pay them at the hour rate. If so, that 
is another question and presents a 
different problem. Under ordinary 
farm conditions we would say to the 
man who had this number of heifers, 
a hand separator, and who was al- 
ready milking some, to select the best 
or what on general principles’ he 
would take to be the best, milk as 
many of them as conld be done as a 
chore avd let the calves run with the 
rest. 

He also wishes to know which would 
pav best—to pick up good milk cows at a 
high price ‘or buy young stuff and 
milk, test and weed out the poorer 
ones. We would say ‘he had better 
buy the young stuff. It is very seldom 
we find a man that has a good milk 
cow and wants to sell her, provided he 
knows a good milk cow when he has 
it, which in fact not every farmer 
does. A farmer can usually grow 
stock cheaper than he can buy it and 
this is particularly true of milk cows. 
The milk cow that gives only 125 
rounds barely pays for her feed. A 
200 pound cow will give a good profit 
almost anywhere. A 390 pound cow 
is a mortgage lifter. Most cows that 
can be bought come in the first class. 


Rations for Dairy Cows. 

Most people will admit that you can- 
not get anything more out of a thing 
than is in it. It is safe to say that a 
cow cannot get more out of her food 
than nature has put in it. She needs 
a certain amount of flesh formers, a 
certain amount of carbohydrates, 
which furnishes force and heat, a cer- 
tain amount of ash and water, to pro- 
duce a hundred pounds of milk, and a 
reserve of these elements in the shape 
of animal fat for future use. If she 
don't get this out of her food, she will 
get it somewhere else and the only 
possible somewhere else is her own 
system. She must measure the amount 
of her milk according to the amount 
of material furnished. If her supply 
of flesh formers is deficient, the milk 
must be deficient. The same is true of 
the carbohydrates and fat. If you 
don’t give your cow water, she won't 
give you milk; that is all there is of 
it. The ordinary ration of the dairy 
cow is deficient mainly in flesh form- 
ers. The farm of the Mississippi 
valley furnishes a superabundance of 
carbohydrates and fat; or rather, we 
should say, the crops generally grown 
and fed to dairy cows in this section 
have an excessive amount of these ele- 
ments. They need to be balanced up 
With feeds that contain an excess of 
flesh formers, and thus provide a bal- 
anced ration. Don’t shake your head 
at the words “balanced ration.” You 
will have to come to it, if you expect 
profit from your dairy cow. She will 
furnish you milk only in proportion 
to the balance of the ration of the feed 
you give her. If vow give her an ex- 
cess of corn and fodder, for example. 
she will waste it in her system or 
store it away as fat, but will give you 
milk in proportion to the flesh form- 
ers you provide her. Judging from the 
sample rations that farmers send us 
from time to time we will say that not 
more than one in ten gives a sufficient 
amount of flesh formers. 

We speak of this now because farm- 
ers have an opportunity this year to 
correct the mistakes of the past. Especi- 
ally in the dairy belt they will have a 
large amount of soft corn, corn which 
will have relatively small feeding 
value per acre, but which will have a 
larger proportion (at least we should 
judge so without analysis) of flesh 
formers than the mature corn and 
will therefore provide a better bal- 
anced ration. There was not enough 
heat this year in the dairy balt to put

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the main carbohydrate element in the 
corn plant. They have in addition to 
this a large amount of damaged wheat, 
bleached, shriveled, and screenings for 
which buyers will not give them a 
decent price; in other words, will not 
give them the equivaient of its feed- 
ing value on the farm. In addition to 
this they have a very large amount of 
bleached oats, which under no circum- 
stances can be made to fill the require- 
ments of the market; that is, will not 
pass with any kind of doctoring for 
any of the grades recognized in the 
market. Why not then feed these to 
the cows? Oats, screening, or low 
grade wheat with the soft corn will 
make as fine a balanced ration as a 
dairy cow ever had. This year, be- 
sides, we have plenty of clover such as 


| it is; much of it poor stuff as compared 





with the clover of former years, but 
nevertheless quite superior to timothy 
or straw. Bad as the year has been, 
in many respects it will furnish us in 
the dairy sections a better dairy ra- 
tion than we have been accustomed to 
use in years past. With this damaged 
wheat and oats we will not need oil 
meal or cotton seed meal to balance 
the corn ration as in previous years. 
It will be a good time therefore this 
year to study how we can get on toa 
better balanced ration for our cows 
and at the same time make good use 
of damaged grain. 





Tanks Heaters for Dairy Farms. 


Now that winter is approaching the 
man who ig keeping cows for profit, 
in the northern sections of our ter- 
ritory at least, would do well to con- 
sider whether it will not pay him to 
heat the water for the cows to 60 de- 
grees during winter weather. It re- 
quires about 468 pounds of water for 
100 pounds of milk. The milk itself 
is 87 per cent water. Before this 
water can be used in the system it 
must be heated up to 100 degrees. 
Custom has habituated the cow to a 
temperature of 60 degrees, about the 
temperature of well and spring water. 
It is not therefore necessary to heat 
it above that point and thus interfere 
with the cow’s habits. 

The question arises, will you heat 
the water from the freezing point of 
32 degrees with cobs.or chips, or will 
you heat it up with corn fed to the 
cow’ It is simply a question es to 





which is the cheaper fuel. Tank 
heaters cust little and on the farm 
it costs nothing but waste to run 
them. Besides this it takes a little 
time. The question whether to have 
a tank heater.or not, especially for 
cows that are kept in the stable, is 
simply one of vulgar dollars and 
cents, whether you will burn the grain 
of the corn in the cow to add these 28 
degrees of heat to nearly five times 
as much water as you expect to get 
milk, or whether you will heat it up 
in a tank with the cobs from which 
the corn is shelled. 





Since writing the above we find the 
report of some interesting exper 
ments that were recently carried out 
in Germany. The Germans found that 
with warm water the daily quantity of 
milk was increased one pound per 
cow as compared with cows drinking 
cold water: and that while the cows 
drank an average of 73 pounds of 
warm water per day they drank but 
63 pounds of cold. They found fur 
ther that cows drinking warm water 
consumed three-fourths pound of food 
more daily, though they consumed a 
smaller quantity of dry food for each 
quart of milk. Another fact that sur 
prises us a little is that the increase 
in quantity of water drank was a¢ 
companied by an increase of water in 
the milk with no increase of the total 
solids. In other words that the milk 
from cows having warm water had a 
greater per cent of water in it than 
did the milk of the cows drinking cold 
water. In fact the milk was within 
dangerous reach of the penalties in 
flicted under the new standard o 
milk recently adopted in Germany

Something of the Cow. 

Professor Eckles of the Missouri Ag 
ricultural College publishes a milk 
record of a cow owned by W. S. Nel 
son of Winfield, Mo., a full blooded 
Holstein ten years old, which riuthe! 
takes our breath. During’ twelve 
months ending in May this year she 
produced 12.614 pounds of milk at a 
cost for feed of $48, yielding a net 
profit, of $84.90. The milk was sold 
in the St. Louis markets. If those 
Missourians don’t quit telling us about 
fifty bushel crops of wheat, one hun 
dred bushel crops of corn, ete., the 
Illinois and Iowa farmers will have to 
go down and see ebout it 
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Caftie Feeding. 


The Grst essential for profitable feeding 
s a clear conception of what constitutes a 
good feeder. Do not forget that the end 
»f every animal] put ints the feed lot Is the 
plock. Study the value of the different 
parts of a beef and then buy a feeder that 
will meet the best demand. [le must be 
ow down, broad, deep and smooth. He 
will be straight on the back, have a good 
risket. well sprung ribs, a clear eye and 
an honest countenance. Many feeders 
pink that if a steer gains well he is a 
good feeder. But this not true in the sense 
of being profitable. The Jowa Agricultural 
college put two steers into the feed lot, a 
Jersey and a Hereford. The Jersey gained 
® Ibs. a day and the Hereford 2.03 Ibs.. 
practically no difference in the gain or the 
ost of the gain. Yet the Hereford sold 
or $2.171\% per 100 pounds more in the Chi 
ago market on the same day and was 
worth it. The one made money, the other 
ost it. So it is with poor quality cattle 
if every breed. Do not buy them. 

The next in importance is, when shall 
we feed. No man has any business to 

ymmence feeding at any time, unless he 
s master of the situation. If you only 
1ave so much corn, or a note that must be 
paid at a certain time, do not feed at all. 
Just sell your corn and cattle. They will 
is a rule, bring you more money. The 
majority of feeders are not able for want 
f sufficient pasture to feed all the year. As 
soon as corn is in condition to feed in the 
fall, they must put their cattle into the 
feed lot in order that they may have them 
in fair to good condition by spring. The 
result is that in February, 
often in April the market is over-stocked 
with fair to medium cattle. So keep away 
from that time. As a rule, winter feeding 
does not pay for this very reason. The 
same is true of hogs. Nine years out of 
we have a severe break in prices in 


ten 
the fall on account of this rush to feea 
new corn. Then just get ahead of that 


time if you have to buy old corn to do it. It 
will almost always pay. There Is, of neces- 
sity, no universal rule as to when to feed, 
but one year with another we get our best 
prices on common cattle in May, June and 
July; we are then away from the earlier 
rush of medium cattle and ahead of the 
range and other grass cattle. If you have 
a tail end in your feed lot, this is the time 
to market them. Good cattle that have 
been fed from 6 to 10 months generally 
bring the best prices from August to De- 
cember, but they must be of a quality and 
eairy fat that puts them in a class away 
ahead of the range cattle. 

The most profitable feeding is without 
doubt on grass. If you have big grass, 
you can let your steers run until about 
August, and then with a short feed make 
more money than in any other way. Sut 
remember. short fed cattle to make money 
must be heavy cattle. In fact, there is no 
greater mistake made by feeders than the 
feeding of light-weight cattle when heavi- 
er ones could be had for about the same 
money per 100 Ibs. Eight or nine hundred 
pound steers, as a rule, cannot be made 
good on what is called a short feed; they 
will lose you money if you try it, at least 
relatively. This class of cattle should be 
kept on good pasture. and I mean good 
pasture, and in stalk flelds as long as they 
ean be made to gain, then put them on ful) 
feed until August or later and you will 
have cattle as cheap as they can be made 
and as a rule money makers. 

There is no question but what young 
-attle will gain more on a given amount of 
feed than older ones will, but as a rule 
they grow, they do not fatten. I put in a 
load of 1,140 Ib. cattle only fairly fleshy, 
fed them 5% months and came within 20 
‘ents of topping the Chicago market. I 
hought them in December at $3.80 in Chi- 
cago and sold them in June for $5.95; while 
a load of extra fine fleshy steers thot 
weighed about 850 Ibs. was put on full feed 
one month eariler ard sold more than three 
months later and they came no nearer top- 
ping the market than the first lot. They 
cost $4.25 and sold at $6.65 on at least a 
5fe. better market. I really had to feed 
these light cattle more than four months 
onger to get 20 cents a hundred more, and 
{ paid 45 cents per 100 Ibs. more for them 
because they were so fine. It certainly did 
not pay. At this time especially, if not at 
all times. cattle should have age and condi- 
tion to warrant a full feed of 60 cent corn. 
_While a young steer will gain more on a 
given amount of feed than an older one 
will, the real proposition is that the 
younger steer can be grown on cheaper 
feed until his age and condition warrant 
lis entrance to the feed lot. You must 
‘ot forget that it takes weight as well as fat 
to sell cattle. A load of fat yearlings, that 
today would sell for $5.50. would bring 


$6.50 at least If they were a year older on 


he same length of feed. The fact is, we 
all depend too much on corn, and not 
enough on grass. to make cheap cattle. 

As to what we shall use as feed, we 
have not much choice. Corn. for us who 
ive in the great corn belt. is without 
doubt the cheapest feed possible. Oi] cake 


and cotton seed meal. with corn at present 
prices, will show a profit. Rut. as a gen- 
eTal proposition. corn is cheaper than any 
f the by-products. Experiments at our 
agricultural schools seem to have estab- 
ished this as a fact. 

The question, what constitutes a bal- 
anced ration, or what shall we feed with 
‘orn to get the best results. is as yet un- 
answered by the average feeder. Its solu 
"ion is imperatively demanded if we are to 
feed for a profit. I am a great bellever in 
an abundance of pasture. It takes an acre 

zood pasture to keep a nine hundred 
pound steer at the same weight during the 
summer. If he does not gain. you have 
ost your pasture and the nse of the steer. 
On two acres, if a good steer. he will gain 
etween three or four hundred pounds in 
seven months. and you will have six dol- 
ars an acre rent for two acres Inatead of 
an entire loss of one acre: a d'fference of 
£18.00 to say nothing about the steer. And 
vet. mo@ farmers insist on over-stocking 
their pasture. 
‘ The same holds true with cattle on full 
feed. so far as economy Is concerned. Tnti!

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cattle out a month earlier in the spring 
and keep them out until snow drives them 
in in the fall, materially shortening your 
winters and hence cheapening the expense 
of feeding your cattle. 

For roughness 1 want plenty of corn 
fodder. 1 believe it is the best as well as 
the cheapest feed possible. The great se- 
cret in having good fodder is not to cut It 
too early. Not only is the fodder better 
feed when cut as late as possible, but you 
will save an unnecessary shrinkage in your 


corn. As to shredding corn fodder, I think 
it pays especially for stock cattle. It 
makes better feed, saves a great amount 


of disagreeable work in the winter, is a 
great economy of feed, besides being much 
better for bedding when waste Is used for 
that purpose. If you do not shred your 
fodder, by all means stack it; but do not 
make any mistake, stack it out dvors—not 
in a barn. 

Fat cattle, that are about ready for the 
market, should be fed on timothy hay for 
at least two or three weeks before ship- 
ping, even if they are on grass. I also ad- 
vise feeding about two bushels of oats a 
day to each car of cattle, mixed with the 
shelled corn; they will eat a third more if 
you do. 

In starting cattle on feed, do not be In a 
hurry. Do take a little time to it—two or 
three weeks at least. A steer off grass is 
not in a physical condition to gorge him- 
self with corn. Ile must make the change 
from grass to corn by easy stages in order 
to be in proper condition to do bis best tn 
the feed lot. This should be self-evident 
to every thinking feeder. 

There yet remains for discussion the 
most important question of all, what does 
it realiy cost to feed cattle, and, Is there a 
reasonable profit in the business? 1 will 
give my experience, and hope that some 
kind feeder will reciprocate. For our 
present purpose, no account Is taken of In- 
terest on the money invested, the care of 


the stock or the use of the yards. The ex- 
pense for the last two items Is fully cov- 
ered by the benefits to the farm. Don't 


forget this Item—the benefits to the farm. 
Last year I fed 96 steers an average of 
8 1-5 months. I had 94 shoats and raised 
203 pigs. The corn fed avernged 14.6 bu. 
for ench steer per month, and the average 
gain was 58 Ibs. per month net Chicago 
weights over weights pald for when the 
cattle were bought. The whole gain on 
the cattle was 45.600 Ibs. and on the hogs 
30.280 Ibs. If we divide the corn fed be- 
tween the hogs and cattle In the ratio of 
thelr gain—saying nothing about the hay, 
pasture, fodder, etc,—we will have 2-5 of 
the corn fed to charge to the hogs, and of 
course 3-5 to the cattle. The whole gaia 
of beef and pork averaged 6.6 Ibs. for each 
bushel of corn fed The cost of each 
pound of gain, counting everything. was 
5-8 cents, corn costing on an average 34 
cents. 
The cattle made a gross profit of $4251.42 
The hogs = ad o 1883.79 
So that on the hasis of profits the divis- 
ion of corn fed should be about as above 


stated.

The cattle were sold at about $1.90 over 
cost price and the hogs at $1.00 over in 
voice price. 

Two years ago I fed 135 steers an aver 
age of 7.9 months. The corn feed aver- 
aged 12.55 bu. for each steer per month. 
Net gain 52 Ibs. per month. Whole gain 
on the cattle was 55.290 Ibs. on the hogs 
36.730 Ibs. The average gain on the hogs 
was a little more than the first year given, 
leaving fully 2-5 of the corn fed to be 
charged to the hogs. The whole gain for 
each bushel of corn fed was 6.85 Ibs. Net 
cost of each pound of gain 4.47 cts., corn 
costing 28 cts. The increased gain for the 
corn fed Is accounted for, in part at least, 
by the fact that this year’s account was 
opened August 16th and closed one year 
from the next December, thus giving two 
falls for feed. the best and cheapest time 
to feed any kind of stock. The low month- 
ly gain Is alao due In part to the fact that 
most of these cattle were bought under a 
heavy shrink. And yet you will observe 
that a low monthly gain ts not Inconsist- 
ent with a cheap gain. These cattle made 
a gross profit of $3.984.94 and the hogs 
$1777.79 so that on this basis the division 
of corn fed should be about 1-3 to the hogs

As to the profits in cattle feeding, | 


think that while they are not always large 
they are reasonably certain. — live years 
ago I went into partnership with a renter, 
I furnished the pasture and yards, and he 
did the work. ‘The money for the purchase 
of corn and cattle was furnished equally 
by each. The first year on one load and the 
hogs we made of $338.77. The second year 
the profit was $283.75. The third year 
$544.98. The fourth year on two loads the 
estimated profit was $800. The fifth year 
is not yet closed. ‘his, of course, includes 
the hogs that went with the cattle, and 
most of the years we had many more hogs 
than were really needed for the cattle. I 
only give these figures that you may see 
what can be accomplished for the farmer 
as well as the farm. 

From the figures here given, which are 
taken from life, for the years given, we 
learn that one year with another it will 
take 14 bushels of corn to feed a steer and 
the hogs that are needed with him a 
menth, for an average of 8 months; that, 
witb a libera! supply of hogs about 2-5 of 
the corn fed can be charged to the hogs; 
that from 6% to 7 pounds gain for each 
bushel of corn fed is about an average, 
when you have good pasture and good care. 
That 60 pounds per muntb or 2 pounds per 
day is a goud average net gain for an 8- 
month feed. This would average at least 
70 pounds home weights on cattle here 
given. Many of the steers here reported 
were light cattle when bougbt. 1 aw fully 
convinced that with a heavier class of cat- 
tle I can materially increase the gain per 





morth as well as the profit, and at the 
same time reduce the average feed from 8 
to 5 or 6 months. 


To illustrate what heavy cattle will do, I 
put in 40 head September 13th that aver- 
aged 1084 pounds Chicago-welghts. Four 
months later, | weighed them again. They 
had made an average gain of 414 pounds 
gross, or a net gain of over 92 pounds per 
month after shrinking them 8 per cent. 

To sum up the whole question of feeding 
eattle for FE gy in a single word, I would 
say, be kind to them. In that one word 
kindness lies your success, or for want of 
it your failnre—Paper by Hon W. W.

deep. Build a good fire in the pit of 


any material that is at hand, then 
gradually fill up with cobs and after 
it has become well charred smother 
it out by putting some covering over 
the pit and some dirt around the 
edges to exclude the air. After the 
fire gces out remove to a convenient 
receptacle and add plenty of salt. If 
you burn wood, add wood ashes and 


let the hogs have what they want 
of it. The cobs which are so abund- 
ant around most yards should be 
raked up and burned. The fact that 
hogs will often eat them hot at the 
risk of burning their mouths shows 
the demaad of the animal’s sysiem 
tor this kind of food. 


We speak of cobs particularly be 
cause on most farms they are the 





most convenient source of supply. 
Charcoal made from wood in any v 
will answer just as well. It requires 


only a li_tle watchfulness and a very 
small amount of work to prepare any 
amount of this kind of food for hogs 
of all sizes and ages, and it is of more 
value to hogs than most medicines 
you will purchase on the market 


More on the Swine Trouble. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 
Having read in your paper and oth 


ers a good deal about “Skin Diseas- 
es” in swine, erroneously attributed 
to rape-pasture, sunblisters and other 
causes, I would like to give you my 


experience, in the hope that others 
will follow. 

My herd consisted of Poland Chi- 
nas, well bred; oldsows, winter,spring 
and summer pigs. They enjoyed since 
spring the run of a six-acre alfalfa 
lot, were well matured and fed twice 
a day light rations of soaked barley 
or oats. There never was a healthier 
or greedier lot of hogs, with but a 
few exceptions. Along in August, af- 
ter the rainy spell, when they were 
covered with mud from lying in the 


wallows, we noticed some little, dis- 
tinct, mudlike lumps on their ears. 
In a few days more of these mud 


marks appeared, until in a short time 
the whole herd was marked in this 
way. When these little boils became 
more suspicious and even turned into 
sores, we made an examination on a 
pet we had in the herd. 

These little lumps were found to be 
watery blisters, or rather watery 
pocks. In a few days they turned 
into pustules, containing pus and 
blood. After a week or so these pus- 
tules dried up forming a crust, and 
eventually falling off, leaving a raw 
surface. There were some two or 
three crops turning from blisters into 
pustules and scab. While at first only 
the ears were affected, they appeared 
soon on the head, around the eyes, 
making them look bloodshot. Very 
few had any on their body. Until then 
their appetite was good. If there was 
a fever, it was slight 

The rapidity with which the conta- 
gion (for such it undoubtedly was), 
spread in the herd, attracted my at- 
tention. I asked of experienced hog- 
raisers and swine dealers, but all of 
them claimed never to have seen or 
noticed such a disease. In the mean- 
time I heard of similar cases in other 
herds. Nobody knew what it was,and 
nobody cared to know, as long as the 
pigs continued to eat. 

I know of only one disease in the 
human family which is similar, if not 
the same. It is called Impetigo Con- 
tagiosa. This is rather a big name 
for a little scab, but significant in this 
that the word Impetigo has the same 
Latin root as the English “impetu- 
ousity,” which expresses its impet- 
uous spread. It attacks generally

children, and is supposed to be a 
harmless, self-curing disease. The 
rash appears only on the face or the 
hands, seldom on the body. I have 
seen whole neighborhoods affected by 


it, but never heard of a fatal case. 
The Germans have an _ appropriate 
name for it: “Eisterflechte.” The 
cause of it is unknown. In isolat- 


ed cases, in young runty pigs it may 
spread over the whole body, -causing 
the skin to crack as in true eczema. 

Now comes another part of my sto- 
ry, which may have no _ connection 
with the first part at all. I don’t be- 
lieve in the kind of reasoning: ‘Post 
hoe-propter hoc.” During this scab- 
bing disease some of the pigs com- 
menced to cough. By and by all of 
them coughed, with the exception of 
the old sows. The paroxysm of cough 
was severe. One would. see their 
flanks violently drawn in and _ out. 
Their appearance became gaunt. They 
stopped eating, but continued to 
drink, and after another week they 
commenced to die, and are still dy- 
ing. Before death, their hindquarters 
became affected, their gait was. un- 
steady, wriggling painfully along and 
preferring to lie down in groups. 
Some of them never got up. 

Hog cholera, will the knowing ones 
say, swine-plague another? 

We killed one of the affected pigs 
and had a veterinary make a post- 
mortem. He found the organs, en- 
trails, mucous membrane—all normal 
with two exceptions. The spleen was 
slightly affected, and the right lung 
showed a discoloration as big as the 
palm of a hand, which felt hard and 
on cutting into pus was oozing out. 
The veterinary did not know what 
to name it, but called it a disease of 
the lungs. What is it? Pneumonia? 
Let us hear from you, and your read- 
ers. By taking the trouble and swap- 
ping experience once in a while, we 
may be able to learn something of 
profit to swine-raisers. But just as 
long as we treat all the swine dis- 
eases as hog cholera, no matter what 
their symptoms, we will have to suf- 
fer heavy losses.

Salt for Pigs—Pigs Coughing. 
To WALLACES’ FARMER: 

A Minnesota correspondent writes: 

“Is there danger of evil results 
from feeding sait to hogs in their 
swill, when their bowels are in a nor- 
mal condition? I feed one quart of 
salt, one bushel of oats and one bush- 
el of shorts, mixed together, in a bar- 
rel of water, soaked twelve hours, to 
80 shoats, ranging in weight from 30 
to 100 pounds. They get five or six 
baskets of old ear corn per day in 
two feeds, and have 15 acres of good 
timothy and clover pasture to range 
on. They have splendid appetites, 
and are doing well, except for the 
last ten days—two or three have had 
a bad cough, like whooping cough in 
children. What will prevent or stop 
this congh?” 

No immediate danger is likely to 
follow the feeding of salt as stated 
by your subscriber. Generally speak- 
ing, Lowever, it is not considered best 
to feed salt to animals in the food. 
Different animals, like different peo- 
ple, have different likes and dislikes, 
thus some may desire much salt, oth- 
ers little. In this respect it is much 
better to keep a supply of clean, pure 
salt before the hogs at all times, 
where they may have it at will. Salt 
fed in moderation has never been 
known to hurt hogs, but in some in- 
stances salt has been known to cause 
death in hogs. The writer has in

Put Them On the List.

first to go on the list should be 
runty chicks of either sex that 
have fallen behind their mates of the 
same age. If there is a bird that 
gets a dirty nose with every change of 
the weather, put it on the list. If 
kept for his good qualities of size or 
feather, he may give the whole flock 
the roup when winter weather comes. 
Cull the cockerels closely, forty 
cents now is bettter than seventy-five 
cents in January. If you keep a lot 
of cockerels you will find slow sale 
for them until January or February, 
and then unless you advertise them 
and go to the expense of cooping and 
shipping. you won’t get more than a 
dollar, if that, apiece. Unless you are 
keeping them for breeders, or have 
plenty of room, put all the hens that 
have not moulted by November 1, on 
the list, and also all immature pul- 
lets that are not well enough marked 
to keep over another year as breed- 
ers. These pullets may be laying the 
bulk of the eggs in March or April, 
but the chicks hatched will be lack- 
ng in vigor. Cull closely and make 
room. Farm Poultry says that if all 
the poultry breeders in the country 
would shout together, “Do not crowd”

Some Uses for Hen Oil. 


Mixed with kerosene it makes a good 
machine oil, add a few drops of carbol- 
ia acid to this mixture, and you have 
an excellent louse killer to apply to the 
heads of newly hatched chicks or tnr- 
keys. As an emetic it is unexcelled, 
and will quickly give relief to a croupy 
child. And speaking of croup, though 
this may more properly belong to the 
Hearts and Homes, if you will take a 
close fitting flannel shirt, spread it 
thickly with cold ken oil, sprinkle on it 
a few drops of turpentine and then 
dust it thickly with ground nutmeg 
and put it on the sick child, you will 
find it an almost sure cure for that 
stubborn croup cold which hangs on so 
long after the croup. This should be 
done only as a desperate measure for 
the shirt must remain on until the pa- 
tient is cured and then torn off a piece 
at a time to avoid fresh cold. 





Floors for Poultry Houses. 


Some consider wood as the best ma- 
terial for a floor, says the Poultry 
Keeper, but a wooden floor is liable to 
become a harboring place for rats, un- 
less it is well closed underneath, or 
raised sufficiently to allow a cat or ter- 
rier to run in and out under it. When 
this is done, the cold air comes up into 
the poultry house in winter and makes 
the wooden floors objectionable. Ce- 
ment is better, for it not only prevents 
vermin from entering, but also the 
draughts. The cheapest way to make 
a floor is to take one barrel of lime, 
two of sand, one of fine gravel, one 
bushel of cement, and two gallons of 
coal-tar. Mix the ingredients dry, 
then add water, and spread evenly on 
on a hard surface which has been grav- 
eled. The coal tar may be brought 
to a consistency with coal oil. It as- 
sists the cement and colors it. Let the

floor remain undisturbed for 
four hours, then add another 
in order to stop the cracks. 

To clean such a floor first dust it 
well with dry dirt, plaster or sand. / 
mixture of road dirt and plaster, equal 
parts, is the best. Dust it over every 
portion of the floor, and dust it over 
the walls and in the nests. Three 
times a week take the broom and 
sweep the floor, dusting again after 
sweeping, and it will be surprising to 
notice how easily and nicely a poultry 
house may be cleaned out in a few 
minutes. Another advantage is also 
secured, which is that the droppings 
will need no preparation for preserva- 
tion, as it will only be necessary to 
put them in an old flour barrel and 
keep the barrel under cover. Such a 
method gives lice but little chance for 
securing possession, and no disagree- 
able odor is at any time manifested, 
while the work can be done much bet- 
ter than with the shovel, spade or hoe. 
If an earth floor is preferred, under- 
lay it with one-inch wire mesh. 





Hairy Vetch. 


To WALLACES’ FARMER: 


In previous numbers of Wallaces’ 


Farmer I have written favorably of 
hairy vetch, especially holding out 
the expectation that it would prove 
a valuable forage plant in the poultry 
runs. It has proven a valuable cove 
crop for the orchard, and very satis 
factory as a forage crop, but this year 
it failed to produce seed. The exces- 
sive wet weather caused mildew in 
the exuberant vegetation with  resul- 
tant blight. 

Even where the vines were support- 
ed by a wire fence seed failed to form. 
The plants climbed to the top of a 
four foot poultry fence and flowered 
profusely. In early July the fence 
1oW was a great mass of purple blos- 
soms. but mildew and blight prevent- 
ed seeding. As hairy vetch is a win- 
ter annual, failure to seed means the 
loss of the plant.

Our Weekly Chianes Market Letter. 


Chicago, Oct. 6.—There have been sev- 
eral good advances In wheat, corn and oats 
based on liberal buying due to un- 
favorable weather. The corn and 
crops have been a good deal damaged by 
continued wet weatuer, and it is evideut 
thut much cern bas been ruined in Iuwa, 
to say nothing of other stutes. In the 
southwest corn is duving well, but resrer 
me reports are less cheerful, and there 
been a good deal of buying in the ag- 
gate by farmers In the Chicago wmar- 
c From all that can be learned it seeuss 
that much of the corn in shock has been 
damaged by dampness, and much of the 
corn in the upper lake region and in the 
Missouri valley will not be marketable. 
In the wkeat trade the increasing exports 
tend to strengthen prices. The Evouo- 
mist of this city cays on this subject: 
“The way cur exports are guining upon 
last year’s unprecedented record must be 
kept in mind. Total exports from the 
United States in the first quarter of the 
current crop year will be near 6O million 
bu. As to the second quarter of the crop 
year, comprising the period from Octo- 
ber 1 to December 31, they will probably 
be quite 55 million bu., making 115 mil- 
lion bu. exported in the first half of the 
crop year. The export situation In the 
second Lalf of the crop year depends, of 
course, very largely upon harvests in the 
southern countries, Australia, Asia, India 
and Argentina, Those countries will have 
ery little to ship in the next three 
months.’ Recent cash sales of contract 
grade grain have been around 60 cents a 
bushel for wheat, GO cents fer corn. and 
32 cents for outs. Prime lines of butter 
21 to 22% cents a pound for cream-

sh meat and bacon trade. The medinm 
ghts still command a premium. with 
me light weight bacon hogs selling a 
se second, and heavy packing hogs are 
e dullest on the list. Hogs are still 
ing far above the prices that ruled in 
Sst years, and valnes might go much 
ver and leave splendid margins for 
profit for stockmen. In the southwest and 
r west and northwest farmers are learn- 
z to fatten bogs on alfalfa, finishing off 
with a little corn, the process making a 
uch finer flavored meat than when corn 
J exclusively used. Towards the close 
the week prices advanced, leaving hogs 
selling at $6.70 to $7.80, or 10 to 15 cents 
ligher than a week ago. The best 190 
pound hogs bronght $7.75.

where. in remarkably large numbers, and 
the Chicago receipts for September were 
the largest for the year. The ranges are 
coutributing a large share of the supplies, 
range cattle baving been marketed much 
more freely than in recent years, and 
these cattle are taken in preference to 
natives. The result is that natives com- 
ing In direct competition with range stock 
are depressed in value, and it seems a~ 
great pity that so many cows and half- 
fat steers are being sent in from the farm- 
ing sections. The extremely few choice 
natives now coming to market find ready 
sales at firm prices, but there is an almost 
constant downward tendency in other de- 
scriptions, and cows have experienced a 
decline of at least $1 per 100 pounds in 
many instances within a month. Native 
and fed western steers are svuld to local 
slaughterers and shippers at a range of 
$3.85 to $4.50 for the poorer kinds, with 
good cattle selling at $7.50 to $8, and a 
limited number of choice steers at $8.10 to 
$8.30. The export trade is unimportant, 
as there is an insufficient margiu for ex- 
porters to operate on. Cows and heifers 
are moving slowly at $1.50 to $5.50, with 
not much doing above $4, and the market 
is demoralized much cf the time. Bulls 
are also lower, with sales at $2.25 to $5, 


while calves are bringing $6 to $7 for 
vealers. The stocker and feeder branch 
of the market has had quite a decline in

ship at $25 to $55 each. 

The Chicago receipts of sheep for Sep- 
tember were by far the largest on rec- 
ord, being about 40,000 hend heavier than 
ever before, with a record-breaker run of 
59.262 sheep and Inmbs on Monday, Sep- 
tember were by far the largest on rec- 
ceipts have enabled feeders to stock up 
to their heart's content, prices having de- 
clined materially from the high polnt of 
the season. During the past week feed- 
ers have purchased enormous numbers on 
a basis of $3 to $3.50 for range sheep and 
$4 to $4.50 for range lambs. It is the 
western range flocks that have been 
swelling the receipts at Chicago and Mis- 
souri river markets to proportions never 
before attained, and probably 80 per cent 
of the range sheep and lambs marketed 
this season have been purchased by farm- 
ers to fatten, so that the future mutton 
supply promises to be ample. Supplies of 
range sheep will continue to come forward 
in great abundance up to the middle of 
November at least, and feeders will there- 
fore have plenty of opportunities from 
now on to lond up. It fis the corn states 
that have purchnsed most of the feeder 
flocks. Lambs are selling at a range of 
$3.75 to $5.75. while range sheep are sell- 
ing at $2 to $4, with yearling wethers at 
the top. Native ewes are bringing $1.50 
to $3.60, and a great many rams are sell- 
ing at $2.50 to $3.25. 

The herse trade Is Improving, there he- 
ing a much better demand from domestic 
buyers, and prices sre developing more 
firmness, with advances Ir quite a number 
of instances. Heavy drafters are all the 
time in good demand, with sales at a 
range of $160 to $225 per head for the bet- 
ter class, while the cheaper grades find 
buyers at $115 to $150. There is an en- 
larged outlet for fancy drivers and coach- 
ers, and drivers with size, style, action 
and good conformation are wented = at 
$150 to $3200, occasional sales being made 
at a higher price. The tendency of prices 
for good harness horses is decidedly up- 
ward, as this class has ruled more active 
lately. Sonthern chunks are wanted more 
largely than heretofore at $40 to $70, while 
meditm drivers are called for frequently 
at &$75 to $125 to ship to southern pwints, 
The horse supply Is decreasing, and only 
7.200 head were received here In Septem- 
ber, against 9.196 in the same month Iast 
year, and 8.145 In September two years 
ago. For the expired nine months of 
the year only 82.558 were = inarketed, 
against 80,882 for the Iike period last year.
